The Keren Hayesod Campaign Begins. 


It is a happy augury that in the week in which’ we 
eclebrate the anniversary of the Balfour Declaration the 
Keren Hayesod should open its scasonal campaign. The 
function on Wednesday evening to welcome Mr. LEIB JAFFE, 
Jewish national poet and Director of the Keren Hayesod, who 
is to devote himself this winter to pleading the cause of Eretz 
Israel in this country, marked the beginning of a new period of 
work for the Jewish National ideal. Fifteen chequered years 
have passed since the memorable day when a new dawn seemed 
to have brokcn fcr the Jewish pecple. Many of the hopes then 
framed have been belied or deferred, many unexpected obstacles 
have confronted the Jewish soul in its flight to freedom, but 
none but the most arrant pessimist could deny that in that 
brief decade-and-a-half much has teen accomplished that buoys 
our hope of the future and gives us solid cause for present 
satisfaction. The foundations of a Jewish National Home have 
been laid. Whether they have been well and truly laid, future 
generations alone can judge. Are we not, nevertheless, entitled 
to think that the structure will not prove to be jerry-built, 
witnesses as we are of the storms that have shaken it in vain ? 
Periods when the atmosphere seemed decidedly frigid, when 
those from whom we expected active support were unsympathetic, 
outbreaks of brutal violence, a season of economic depression, 
all these have but served to stimulate us to renewed efforts to 
provide fcr Israel a local habitation and a refuge. 

It would not be right to conceal from ourselves that there 
are many who point scornfully to what has been achieved as a 
mere mockery of what we seemed to have been promised. 
There are some whose dream of a Jewish State, equipped 
with all the trappings of nineteenth century political philosophy, 
has been pushed to a point so remote that the mathematician 
might well call it infinity. Some saw Palestine as a land where 


any and every Jew might enter\in, immune from all. formalities 


and restrictions. There are yet others who piously hoped for 
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&® land where the Shulchan Aruch should be supreme and 
universally observed, and others who saw at hand the oppor- 
tunity for putting into practice their own notion of the ideal 
social theory. All of them, as is always the case in this imperfect 
world, have found their ambition baulked by the harsh facts of 
existence.

Sir Oswald Mosley. 


When Sir Oswald Mosley issued his statement a week or two 
ago on the subject of the policy of his new organisation,. ~ The 
British Union of Fascist Parties,” with regard to the Jews, we took 
leave to wonder why he had thought fit to qualify what seemed at first 
sight an unequivocal disclaimer of anti-Semitism. It will be 
remembered that he excepted’ from his declaration of indemnity 
Jews .who were Communists or international financiers. The 
proceedings at the Fascist Meeting in the Memorial Hall, last 
‘week, perhaps afford a-clue. Though the reports that have 
reached us do not tally at all points, if seems clear that Sir 
Oswald was subjected to a certain amount of heckling, that one 
or more of the hecklers were of Jewish appearance, and thaf Sir 
Oswald countered with a remark which in the generally accepted 
sense must be termed anti-Semitic. It was, in fact, an implied 
statement that Jews have no business in this country. Now, Sir 
Oswa'd evidently does not like Communist Jews—nor, let us add, 
do the vast majority of Jews, who desire, with their fellow-country- 
men, that the existing order of society shall not be subverted—but 
it seems that he is prepared to add to the punishment he would 
mete out to them as Communists, additional penalties in

The Position in Poland. 


There can be tittle doubt that conditions in Poland are not 
improving, and hence the decision of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee to continue its ameliorative activity in that country must be 
welcomed with gratification. The European Director of the Com- 
mittee, Dr. Bernard Kahn, who enjoys an exceptional knowledge of 
the social and economic conditions of the Jews in Eastern Europe, 
is now paying a special visit to Warsaw and other important Jewish 
centres, in order to ascertain the degree and nature of the distress 
prevailing and the most appropriate measures that should be taken 
for its relief. The conference that he has held with the leading 
Jewish representatives in the Polish capital, and also with the 
representatives of the numerous loan banks financed by the J.D.C, 
in sO many parts of the country, is bound to yield fruitful results. 
It will have shown the Jews in Poland that they will not be deserted 
in their plight, and that their fellowJews in other lands, even 
though afflicted themselves by the slings of fortune, or rather the 
blows of misfortune, are resolved to aid them so far as they can, 


Unfortunately, it is not generally known what has already been 
done by organisations of Western Jewry forameliorating the lotof the 
Jews in Poland and other parts of Eastern as well as Central Europe.

Jews and Music. 

Sir Henry Coward, the eminent choral conductor, is reported to 
have made some observations with regard to Jews and music, at a 
luncheon given in Sheffield, which were curiously interesting. 
He appears to bave said that when one applies music to © 
nation one thought of the Hebrew race, and that there were so 
eminent Jewish CO pposers that one might think every 
composer was 2a dew. He proceeded to observe that the Jews 
knew the value of publicity, and that if a boy or gurl showed 
musical talent, they had him or her trained, and said: ~ This 
is the sort of people we Jews are. Here isa sample of our race. 
Consequently, he added, they had got a rather distorted view 
of them as being ultra musical. It appears to us that for at leas 
once In his noteworthy lifetime, Sir Henry got hold of the wrons 
end of his distinguished baton. A survey of the history of nmrusic 
reveals the fact that Jewry is at the highest very sparsely repre 
sented among the great composers. Whether one places Mende!ls 
sohn among the second grade of the first rank composers, or amon 
the first grade of the second rank composers, one is certain! 
mentioning the composer of Jewish race who attained the highest 
rank. After him comes Meyerbeer, and after him probably Halevy 
all the rest are notoriously of lesser rank and grade. When, how 
ever, We come to executants, we have a different tale to tell. 


~ 


Many instances will readily suggest themselves of those who, 
have claim to be included among the first grade of the first rank, 
and after them the number is legion. It is the frequent phenomenon 
of the regular succession of these executants that make both Jews 
and the world generally regard our people as an essentially musica! 
race, to say nothing of the constant support given to musical enter 
prise by Jewish patrons. Itis really open to question, too, whether 
Jewish executants generally show suflicient Jewish consciousness 
to point to them as being Jews. Our experience is that they go to 
the credit of the country of which they are citizens. There are 
many theories why so admittedly a musical people should have bee! 
so slightly represented among creative musicians of the first 
order. Probably the theory that the Jews since the Diaspora have 
lacked a localised Jewish national consciousness is most likely to be 
the most correct. It is noteworthy that both Switzerland and the 
United States of America, both of which countries are composed of 
peoples forming a state, which is not equivalent to a racial national 
home, are simarly unrepresented, for no one would regard Mac- 
dowell and Raff, fine composers as they were, as approaching any 
thing like first rank. Such peoples tend to become the middleme. 
of music by way of being interpreters, and, so far as the Jews 
are concerned, we must hope for something bigger either from 
Palestine or from the effect on the Diaspora of that renascence. 
Bloch is among those who are journeying aloug that road, but we 
have some distance to trayel vet before we can be sure that we are 
in sight of something like realisation. It is only fair to say that we 
are bound to acquit Sir Henry of any unfriendly feeling. He has 
given to a choral arrangement of Hatikwah the imprimatur of his 
conductorship, sung by a Gentile choir, thus showing an interest in 
Jewish music which might be well emulated by some Jewish con- 


ductors who have so far shown little interest in a Jewish musical 
revival.

Fifty Dears Ago. 
From THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of November 3rd, 1882. 


Tue article in this month's BLAcCKWoop called “Jewish Tales and 
Jewish Reforms,’ by that excellent friend of the Jews, Mr. 
Laurence Oliphant, combines with his review of the now well- 
known “Jews of Barnow,’ of E. Franzos, some account. of his 
visit, with Mr. 8S. Montagu and Dr. Asher, to Galicia, as well as 
some observations concerning the tendency to reform in the 
present generation of Jews. Mr. Oliphant went to see the 
famous “ Wonder-Rabbi” of Sadagora, who is introduced into 
the tales, but who actually exists in the tlesh, of whom he gives 
an interesting account. This Rabbis assumption of super- 
natural assistance is a strange feature of the time, and although 
Mr. Oliphant was right in going to see him, we fear that had he 
been a member of our own faith it would hardly have been 
desirable, by a visit, to encourage so evident a religious 
imposture. Mr. Oliphant’s review is more interesting than the 
book itself, for he strays into’ some exrression of his own 
individuality and speaks of his ever-present hope of the Jewish 
colonisation of Palestine, which we hope may, some time or 
other, become a reality. He quotes a good story as follows: 

A Western Jew once remarked to me that Christians looked in the 
Bible, found a prophecy, and then said: ** Oh, here is a prophecy, let 
us go and fulfil it."’. The converse of this proposition, which was the 
one apparently acted upon by my friend is, ‘** Oh, here is a prophecy, 
don’t let us go and do it, for fear if we do we shall fulfil it.’’ And so 
he set his face against any effort to restore the Jewish race to the 
Holy Land.

Mr. MARK SHAFFER, J.P. (Blackpool), 
‘From our Correspondent. | 

The death occurred on Thursday in last week, of Mr. Mark 
Shaffer, who was one of the prominent citizens of Blackpool where 
he had lived for twenty-six years. He was Vice-President of the 
Liberal Club and at one time its Treasurer, was associated with 
the ‘local branch of the League of Nations Union, and was Vice- 
President of the Boy Scouts’ Association. Mr. Shaffer took a keen 
interest in charities. For twenty-two years, together with Mrs. 
Shaffer, he gave a treat to all the crippled children of the town. 
As a member of the Jewish Community he was loved and respected. 
Among his generous gifts was the land on which the present Syna- 
vogue was built in 1915. From 1913 onwards he was, on many 
occasions, President of the Congregation. Medest in the extreme, 
quiet. and reserved, Mark Shaffer's passing is an irreparable loss to 
the Jewish Community. He was also a generous supporter of the 
following Manchester Institutions : the Jewish Hospital, the Talmud 
Torah School, the Homes for Aged and Needy Jews and the Board of 
Guardians. He leaves a widow and four children, Messrs. Jack and 
Percy Shaffer, Mrs. Lipsey and Mrs. Fredman. Prior to the inter- 
ment the coffin was taken into the Synagogue and placed before the 
Ark. while the Rey. Dr. S. M. Lehrman, of the Higher Broughton 
Synagogue, Manchester, preached a sermon. At the cemetery, 
another address was delivered by the Rey. D. Caplan. 


Mr. LIONEL COLLINS (Liverpool). 
(From our Correspondent.) 

Mr. Lionel Collins who died on Friday at the age of eighty-two 
vears, was one of the oldest and most respected members of the 
Liverpool Jewish Community. He was a man of fine. culture and 
wide reading, being particularly devoted to the study of the works 
of John Ruskin, a subject upon which he delivered many lectures 
and addresses. He had been for some years a Vice-President of the 
local Ruskin Society, and shortly after the constitution of the Liver- 
pool Jewish Literary Society in its present form, twenty-five years 
ago, he joined as an active member, holding office for several years 
as Vice-President and later as President.

The inter- 
ment was on Monday at the Broadgreen Cemetery. 


Mr. GEORGE GEIS.

He was connected with several Friendly Societies 
and Communal Institutions for many years, and at his death was 
President of the Morris Gilberg and Kate Geis Lodge (Order Shield 
of David).

Sir,—-I regret to note that the position of Jewish Student Societies in 
the University of London has become a matter of squabbling and rivalry 
in the true traditional Jewish style, in the columns of your esteemed 
journal. Messrs. Dollond and Stone on the one hand and Mr. J. N. Morris 
on the other, vie with each other in claiming that their ‘ doxy ”’ is the onl, 
‘“doxy,’’ and each claims that the other organisation isredundant. ‘This 
attitude is regrettable in the extreme. Although there are several Student 
Societies in existence, | fail to see how the work of any of them is 
unnecessary; and I would suggest fiat all these Societies are needed. 
Apart from the several College Societies which, after all, are purely 
a matter of concern for the members of the particular Colleges, there 
are three main Student Societies, viz.: the University of London Jewish 
Students’. Union, the University of London Zionist Society and the 
University of London Zion’st-Rev's onist Association, each of which is 
supplying a need which none of the others fills. The Students’ Union 
supplies the need of a Jewish Literary and Social Society, a common 
meeting-place for all Jewish Students, both Zionist ard non-Zionist. The 
Zionist Society provides a platform for those students of Zionist sympathies, 
who do not identify themselves with any particular party in Zionism and 
a common meeting-place for students of different sections of Zionism. As 
such, it enables students of different parties to meet and understand the 
view of the other man. The Zionist-Revisionist Association provides a 
means for students who believe in the Revisionist view point, or who are 
interested in that view-point to meet and discuss that particular aspect 
of Zionism. This does not imply any separatist spirit among Revisionist 
students, as witness the fact that the Association is affiliated to the 
University Zionist Federation, and has an arrangement with the Zionist 
Socicty whereby the payment of a member's fee to either Society, entitles 
a student to cnjoy the privileges of membership of both Societies. This 
principle might well be extended to the other Societies, as the work of all 
are related, and there is room for every one of these Societies. 

It is a pleasing sign of the times that all student bodies are co-operat- 
ing in the interests of Zionism in the Joint Jewish Students’ Dance in aid 
of the Jewish National Fund. I trust that this co-operation will be carried 
still further. In view of all these things, it is particularly unfortunate that 
a controversy should deyelop as to the respective merits of the various 
Societies. I sincerely hope that no more will be heard of these childish 
claims, and that the work of co-operation between the different student 
bodies will be carried further and further. If that be done. am, sure that 
every oneof these Societies will go from strength to strength and we shall 
be able to establish a strong student movement in Angio-Jewry.

From Mr. J. N. MORRIS (/’resident, University Zionist Federation of Great

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sin,—I was careful in my letter not to criticise the Jewish 
Students’ Union, as I believe it has important functions particularly 
with those students whose Jewish consciousness is too weak to 
respond to a Zionist appeal. 

But your correspondents, Messrs. Stone and Dollond, go out of their 
way to disparage the movement for which I work; so I hope you will 
cxeuse my intruding once again on your valuable space. 

The University Zionist Federation exists to convert Jewish students 
to Zionism and, once converted, to train and educate them. Its work is 
both theoretic and practical. It holds lectures and systematic courses of 
study, publishes Zionist information and synopses, and provides library 
facilities for its members ; and it supports the Jewish National Fund and 
the Hebrew University to the maximum of its ability. Zionism is 
interpreted in no narrow sense but, rather, as a movement for the revival 
of Jewish life in all its phases. The Study Circle, which | know best, for 
example, is this winter making a survey Of the Jewish position in Pales- 
tine, Germany, Poland, America and England, is devoting two further 
meetings to a discussion of the cardinal problems of Anglo-Jewry—-the 
Synagogue and the Jewish School—and has only two specifically Zionist 
discussions. 

During the course of our work, we have met with some opposition but 
With a great deal of sympathetic tolerance from the existing Jewish 
Student bodies. The sympathy has never gone the length of making a 
study of Zionism, and only rarely has prompted a contribution to Zionist 
funds. This “ have-it-both-ways” attitude has, more than any other 
single factor, been responsible for the striking growth of Student-Zionism 
in many centres during recent years. For no intelligent person, once con- 
vinced of the importance of Zionism, can remain neutral. Tt is manifestly 
So fundamental that we must be either for or against it. 

The Jewish Students’ Union is typiéally such a ‘‘neutral” body. It 
hever tires of declaiming its sympathy with Zionism. Yet its Zionist 
work is negligible. Of the three achievements your correspondents 
adduce, one is in the nature of a pious wish for the future ; and another is 
& gross distortion of the facts. The £1,000 raised by the students for the 
Common Room at the Hebrew University is in reality—so Mr. Leon

Jewish Higher Educational Centre. 


[COMMUNICATED. | 


The Advisory Council of the Jewish Higher Educational Centre held 
its first meeting on Thursday in last week, at Jews’ College, Woburn 
House. Dayan Dr. Feldman was in the Chair. 

The Education Officer, Mr. N. Morris, submitted a report on the present 
position both of the Secondary Classes and the department for the 
training of Teachers. The following is an abstract of the report: 

The Secondary Classes now consisted of four classes instead of - five (a 
Preparatory and three grades), the top class having been transferred to the 
Teachers’ Training Department. There wis a roll of eighty-eight, the last 
attendance was sixty-nine. The first three classes meet on Sundays only for 
two hours. The top class meets on Sundays and Tuesdays fora total of three 
anda-half hours. The Staff consists of Mr. Kleinman, Superintendent, Mr. 
Ascher, Mr. H. S. Lipshitz and Miss Lazarus. All the pupils in these class«s 
unre above the age of eleven and come from Secondary Schools including a few 
from Central Schools. The syllabus for the tirst three includes 
elementary Hebrew, Scripture History and Religion. The top class is working 
for the Jews’ College Preliminary Examination, or entrance examination to the 
‘Teachers’ Tratning Department. 

TRACHERS’ TRAINING DEPARTMENT.—(a) The entrance examination was held 
on the [8th September. Twelve candidates presented themselves, of whom nine 
were admitted. The following classes are now functioning: (1). Preparatory, 
under Mr. Kleinman, meeting on Thursdays only with a roll of seven. The 
members of the class are mainly dav-school teachers. (2). Class 2: History and 
Religion, meeting five hours a week under Mr. Super. There is a roll of eleven. 
This class is working for the Middle Grade (Jews’ College) part II. (3). Mr. 
Wartski's class meeting five hours a week—Bible, Grammar, Rabbiiics. Roll 
twelve, working for the Middle Grade (Jews’ College) examination, part I. (4). 
Advanced. Hebrew Class under Mr. Wartski, meeting on Thursdays. In this 
classs which 1s working for the Tedchers’ Diploma, all the registered students 
have already passed the full Middle Grade Jews’ College, or an equivalent, 
examination : but there are a number of free listeners, the class being oven to 
all. The inclades a selection of Hebrew literature. (5). The Taeory 
and Practice of Education. This class has a roll of thirty, and meets every 
Tuesday under Mr. N. Morris. The roll includes a considerable number of day- 
school teachers. The full roll of the Teachers’ Training Department is 
sixty-three. 

The Advisory Council consists of the Chief Rabbi, President; Dayan Dr. 
Feldman, Chairman; Dr. Biichler, Rabbi J. Elpern, the Revs. J. Kh. Goldbloom, 
I. Goldston and W. Levin, Miss Kate Rose, Mr. Herbert M. Adler, Dr. A. 
Kichholz and Mr. L. G. Bowman. 

It was reported that there were only seven studentships of £15 each avail- 
able. The namber of applicants, especiajiy after next January examination, 
would be certain to exceed very considerably the studentships available, and it 
was decided to take steps to obtain some adilitional studentships. Messrs. L. 
Grundstein, J. Wiseman and 8. Davis were awarded studentships for next 
vear. Arrangements for special publie lectures on ‘“ Aspects of the Jewish 
Religion ” have been made. Mr. Herbert Adler, on behalf of the Central Com- 
mittee for Jewish Education, promised to circularise teachers, rezarding these 
lectures, which would be held at the Adolph Tuck Hall of the Communal 
Centre. °

PROGRESS OF TEACHERS TRAINING CENTRE. 


Mr. Nathan Morris, giving a report upon the Teachers’ Section 
of the Jewish Higher Educational Centre, at a meeting of the 
Central Committee for Jewish Education which was held on 
Tuesday evening in the Communal Centre, quoted figures which 
showed that the attendances were very satisfactory. There was a 
full roll, said Mr. Morris, of 63 in the Teachers’ Training Depart- 
ment and 88 in the Secondary Department. An Advisory Couneil 
had been decided upon, consisting of 13 members of which the Presi- 
dent is the Chief Rabbi and the Chairman is Dayan Dr. Feldman. 
On the subject of bursaries, Mr. Morris said they now had only four 
bursaries left and the Advisory Council had, therefore, decided to 
send a letter to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE in which an appeal would 
be made for the establishment of studentships. 

Dr. A. Ercunouz, C.B.E., the Chairman, who presided, said that 
these bursaries need not be capitalised sums. What they looked 
for was presentation sums of £15 which would enable them to train 
a teacher for three vears. 

The Secretary, Mr. B. A. FersatT, announced in connection with 
the next Education Conference that next year it was intended to 
hold the Conference in London in the autumn. 

The meeting agreed to the renewal of the £10 grant which the 
Jesvish Adult Education Council had been in receipt of from the 
Central Committee. 

In this connection, Mr. HERBERT ADLER, in reply to a question, 
said that the Council was doing good work. 
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NOTES ON THE SIDRA. 


Sabbath M3, Genesis vi..9—x.L., $2. 

VIL. 20. ‘“ Every creeping thing of the ground.” The addition 
of the words “of the ground” has the purpose of denoting the 
exclusion of the aquatic creatures which are likewise described as 
“creeping things (see i., 21). 

“Shall come unto thee.” Ibn Ezra explains that the text 

implies that the animals would come to Noah of their own accord 
and there would be no necessity for him to hunt them. ‘There is no 
contradiction between what is stated here and the command of the 
preceding verse, “ two of every sort shalt thou bring into the ark.’ 
‘The Hebrew verb N°3M could be translated “thou shalt allow to 
enter.’ The instinct of impending danger, which is so strongly 
developed in animals, would drive them to seek a place of refuge, 
and then Noah would have to discriminate as to which should be 
ullowed to go In. 
“ Of all that is caten.” Some Rabbinic sources relate 
that Noah provided every kind of food to suit the requirements of 
every species; but others declare that both the human beings and the 
:nimals subsisted on dried figs. Curiously enough, the latter view is 
also mentioned by the-Church Father, Augustine, in his Civitas Det, 
xv., 27. In the light of the Biblical teaching on the subject of diet, 
Noah's problem of feeding the human beings and the great variety 
of creatures in the Ark was not so difficult. It is quite clear 
that so far as man was concerned, a vegetarian diet was pre- 
scribed for him by the Scriptures. This is distinctly commanded in 
j., 20, *. And God said, Behold, I have given you every herb yielding 
seed, which is upon the face of the earth, and every tree in which 
is the fruit of a tree yielding seed, to you it shall be for food.” 
Nothing is mentioned of the flesh of animals being used for 
sustenance. The same tradition is recorded by Plato: “ We hear of 
other human beings who did not even venture to taste the flesh of a 
cow for in those days men are said to have lived a sort of 
Orvphic life, having the use of all lifeless things, but abstaining from 
all living things (Laws VI., Jowett’s translation, v., p. 164). Even 
in later times the Israelites only ate meat on rare and special 
occasious. Wild animals also, in the primitive stage of existence, 
were thought of as herbivorous, as must be inferred from 1., 30, 
“ And to every beast of the earth, and to every fowl] of the air, and to 
every thing that creepeth upon the earth wherein there is a living 
soul, L have given every green herb for food.” Their carnivorous 
habit was accordingly regarded as a sign of degeneration which 
would be rectified in the Messianic Era. Hence the Isaiahnic 
prophecy of the ideal feature in which “ the lion shall eat straw like 
the ox’ (xi., 7). We have, therefore, to think of all the inmates of 
the ark living on a store of herbs and fruits. 

Vil. I. “Righteous before Me.” This is the praise bestowed 
upon Noah by God when He addressed him; but in vi., 9, where the 
‘Torah describes his character, he is said to have been ~ righteous and 
whole-hearted.” The Rabbis consequently deduced the rule that only 


Verse 21. 


.part of a man’s praise should be spoken in his presence and the 


whole of it behind his back. The qualifying words “ before Me” are 
significant. Noah's contemporaries might have claimed that they too 
were “ righteous,’ inasmuch as they had acted in conformity with the 
wishes of the deities they worshipped. It is therefore emphasised 
that the only criterion of righteousness which can stand is the one 
which is accepted by God. The proof is that it would be the means 
of saving Noah from the destruction which was going to overwhelm 


the rest of his generation. 


Verse 2. The alleged discrepancy between the instruction in 
this verse as compared with vi., 19, has been discussed in these 
Notes. The explanation of Abarbanel that 530 O°sw does not mean 
“ two of every species,” but “ all species in couples,” is confirmed by 
the statement of verses 8f., “ Of clean beasts and of beasts that are not 
clean, ete., they went in two and two,” i.e., in pairs, male and female. 
The distinction betweeen clean and unclean animals at so early a 
stage is characterised by the critics as an anachronism, since the 
difference between the two categories is only defined later in 
Levit. xi and Deuteronomy xiv. The alternative hypothesis, that 
the distinction goes back to a very early period and the criteria were 
subsequently embodied in the national legislation, seems quite as 
convincing. There is nothing exceptional in acustom being in vogue 
long before it becomes the law of the land.

DECREASE IN LEGACIES AND DONATIONS, 


Miss Hannan F. Coney, O.B.E., the President, presiding on 
Monday evening at a mecting of the Jewish Board of Guardians. 
reported on the Conference which had been held last week on the 
question of hostel accommodation for homeless and destitute boys. 


Miss COHEN said that it would be most convenient if at the nex; 
meeting of the Board they circulated a summary of the speeches delivered. 
together with copies of the resolutions which had been passed. The 
Board would then have an opportunity of discussing the resolutions anid 
taking any step which they might think suitable. 

Miss NETTIE ADLER said she was hoping that some tangible proposa! 
was going to be put before the Board at its next meeting. All of them felt 
that it was a very urgent matter. 

Sir LEONARD L. Conen, K.C.V.O., said that before any member of the 
Board could come to any decision, they ought to know what had transpired. 

The PRESIDENT said they could not refer a matter of such importance 
to the Executive until it had been considered by the Board. Miss Cohen 
paid a tribute to the memory of the late Sir William Clarke Hall whose 
name was so frequently mentioned at the Conference in connection wit), 
the subject under discussion. Sir William's help and advice were alway « 
readily given, 

The Board agreed tothe recommendation of the Executive Committee 
that Miss H. M. Schlesinger be appointed the Board's representative at 
the Conference to be held in November of Jewish Organisations in London 
and the Provinces, under the auspices of the Jewish Health Organisation 
of Great Britain. 

The TREASURER, Col. F. D. Samuel, D.5.0., in the course of his State. 
ment of Income and Expenditure for the nine months ending September 
30th, 1932, said they were £7,000 down on legacies and that, owing to the 
lateness of the Jewish Holy Days, the Synagogue donations were less than 
they were last year. It was to be hoped, however, that in view of the 
great poverty now prevailing, their friends would give them certainly not 
less t.an they gave last year. 

The PRESIDENT, reporting on the present position with regard to the 
Lincoln Street Housing Scheme, read correspondence which showed that 
matters were progressing favourably. They now awaited a reply from 
the Charity Commissioners.

Breakfast and Luncheon Dishes. 


Foamy Eggs on Toast. 

TAKE as many eggs as required; separate the yolks from the whites 
very carefully. Whip the whites to a very stiff froth, seasoning with salt 
and pepper. Butter a reund of toast for each egg and put some siiced 
tomato on each. Heap afew spoonfuls of the white of egg on each piece, 
and carefully put a yolk on top. Sprinkle with grated cheese and brown 
breadcrumbs, and bake in a moderate oven till the eggs are set. 


Grilled Mackerel and Tomatoes. 


(ne or more mackerel, 


Tomatoes. 
Margarine. 


Salt and pepper. 

WASH and clean the mackerel; cut off the head with a sharp kuife. 
Cut it down the back so that it lies open. Season it and brush over with 
melted margarine. Grill slowly, so that it gets cooked right through before 
the outside gets too brown. Cut the tomatoes in halves; season them 
and cook them either under the grill or in the oven. Put the fish on a hot 


dish ; put a few dabs of butter on it. Garnish with the tomatoes and serve 
very hot. 


Savoury Fish Toasts. 


Four rounds of buttered toast. Fish sauce, 2 tablespoonfuls. 
Smoked haddock, 4 tablespoonfuls. Two hard-boiled eggs. 


REMOVE ajl skin and bone from the fish and mince it finely. Mix 
with the sauce ; add pepper to taste, and make very hot. Heap upon 
the buttered toast and garnish with the hard-boiled eggs cut into quarters. 


Fish Souffle. 
Cooked fish, 1 breakfasteupful. 


Thick white sance, 1 breakfastcupful. Chopped parsley, 1 teaspoonful. 
Breadcrumbs, 2 tablespoonfsls. Three eggs. 


Salt and peppe-. 

FLAKE the fish finely. Heat the sauce and add to it the bread- 
crumbs, lemon rind and juice, parsley and egg yolks. Beat together unt'! 
thoroughly blended, then add the fish and season to taste. Whip the eg¢ 
whites to a very stiff froth and fold in lightly. Turn the mixture into a 
greased souffié dish. Stand this in a tin containing a little hot water, and 


bake in a moderate oven until firm—about three-quarters of an hour. 
Serve immediately.

MAKE a@ plain omelet in the usual way and, before folding over, cover 
with a few spoonfuls of hot apple purée. Serve immediately.

INCREASING DEMAND ON INSTITUTION'S RESOURCES. 


The Annual Meeting of the Soup Kitchen for the Jewish Poor 
was held on Monday at the Kitehen, 17—-19, Butler Street. Spital. 
fields. Mr. SAMUBL SAMUEL, M.P., the President, was in the Chair. 

The Annual Report refers to the fact that the Kitehen ix now seve nty- 
cight years old, and is thus one of the oldest commumal charities. It is 
the only Jewish centre supplying foed to the poor during the winter on 
four nights per week. Appreviation is expressed in the Report of the 
work of the Seeretary, Mr. J. H. Taylor, and the other members of the 
Staff. 

The PRESIDENT, in moving the adoption of the Annual Report, said 
that with the coming winter they would undoubtedly have a much vreater 
demand for relief. They did net want to drive their people to se ek relic f 
from distress to non-Jewish charities. The Kitchen had great diffierity to 
keep going. ‘‘I appeal to the Community,” said Mr. Samuel in conclusion 
‘in the strenuous times we are having this year, to put it in our power not 
to send hungry people away unaiced. 
response.” 

Mr. GUSTAVE. TUCK, the Treasurer, in presenting the Balance-sheet, 
said that the calls on the Kitchen for the last year had been the 
for the past 25 years. In 1920, 97 families were relieved 
figure was 866. Dealing with the Accounts, Mr. Tuck said that they 
showed that they spent £3,185, against £2,691 the previous year, an 
increase of £494. The amount of subscriptions received was in excess of 
the previous year, being £2,699 against £2,479. Although they received 
more, they had spent £494 more than they had received. When they 
considered that the whole of their donations were £1.500, out of which 
their President gave them £200, they would see that he had given nearly 
one-seventh of the whole amount that they received from the Comunity.

Conference Concluded. 


RECOMMENDATION TO THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 

The Conference convened by the Jewish Board of Guardians «! 
the invitation of the Visitation Committee, on the subject of Jewish 
homeless and destitute boys (a report of the first session of which 
was published last week), resumed its deliberations on the follow ing 
evening. 

Mr. D. SHARP spoke of the necessiiy for a home for youths discharged 
from prison after sentence. When boys, he said, came out of prison they 
were sent to Salvation Army Homes. If they had a Home for these boys 
before they went to prison they would never go to prison at all. 

Sir MEYER SPIELMAN supported the appeal made for the establishinc nt 
of a hostel for Jewish lads between the ages of fourteen and, if possibile. 
twenty-one. Starting such a Home would not in itself involve a very 
considerable expenditure. | 

Alderman HENRIQUES moved the following resolution which wa- 
seconded by Dr. D. Geffen : 


* This Conference is of opinion that it is desirable that steps should be taken 
to provide accommodation for boys and youths between the ages of (a) 14 an! 
17, and (b) 17 and 21, who may be homeless or whose circumstances warral'! 
their removal from ‘their present surroundings. (a) By the establishment 0! 
hostels of moderate size, and or (b) By: boarding out in families: and desires the 
Jewish Board of Guardians to pursue the matter with a view tothe provision 0! 
such accommodation.” 

Mr. LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD said that at a time like the present fres! 
expenditure was practically impossible. There were Jewish families 
who. were ready to help, by housing Jewish boys and helping them ' 
lead a healthy and happy home life. That was, he thought, the way |!) 
which the thing should be developed. If they could catch the boy on the 
downward path after his first offence before he became a hardened 
criminal and showed him what a happy, healthy, life meant, he would 
never go back. 

There was further discussion, in the course of which Miss Cohen made 
it clear that that Conference could not bind the Board, but that whatever 
resolution was passed would be considered by the Board with the greates! 
possible sympathy. But it was not possible for any Conference or outside 
Body to pledge or bind the Board of Guardians.

instances were quoted of the opening by one proprietor of separate shops, one 
ol which was opened on Saturday and the other on Sunday. Similar evasion of 
tne Act was carried out by the opening of shops only on Sundays and bys 
iiternative shops being registered inthe name of a different member of the 
‘family. It was asserted that these abuses, formerly contined to the East End 
of London, were now spreading to the various suburbs and even to the 
provinces. Thev had given rise to a very serious situation and had caused appre- 
nension in the minds of the Jewish barbers who faithfully observed the provisions 
of the Act, and of non-Jewish barbers who were adversely affected thereby. 
ne Committee feels that these abuses and evasions of the spirit of Clause 3 of 
the Act merit strong condemnation on the part of the Board. If persisted in, 
they are likely not only to give rise to agitation for the removal of the exemption 
ior Jewish barbers, but also to affect adversely any efforts on the part of the 
board to pros ide safeguards for orthodox Jews in any future legislation affecting 
the Interests of traders. 

With regard to the Statistical Bureau Conference, the Board received 
un invitation to send two delegates to a Conference convened by the Jewish 
Health Organisation for the purpose of considering a scheme for the 
setting up of a Jewish Statistical Bureau. The Conference was due to take 
place on pent 0th, under the Chairmanship of Sir Philip Hartog, K.B.E. 
Che Committee recommended (a) that the invitation be accepted subject to the 
r- servation that the Board was not in any way to be committed to the adoption 
f the scheme without further consideration by the Board and (b) that Mr.

Books and Bookmen.

The Collected Poems of Theodore Abulafia, Vol. 1. Edited with 
notes by David Yellin. Pp. xviii + 336. (Jerusalem, 1932). 


Reviewed by L. V. SNOWMAN. 


The family of Abulafia were the Grand Dukes of Castilian Jewry 
for close on two hundred years. The only material relics of their 
wealth and splendour are the Synagogue at Toledo, now a Christian 
Church, and their mansion in the same city, now a ruined tenement. 
Such is the fate of those who pin their faith to bricks and mortar, 
Save for some Cabbalistic works of various members of the family, 
their name might have been gradually forgotten. But in recent 
years lucky accidents have brought to light two complete manu- 
scripts of the collected verse of Theodore ben Judah Abulafia, 
who lived from 1247 to 1306; and one of these manuscripts, 
which is the basis of this work, is of peculiar interest to Anglo- 
Jewry. It was copied from a source now lost, by the late Saul 
Joseph of Hong Kong. and was published in photographic facsimile 
six years ago. It is due tothe munificence of Mr. Joseph Joseph 
and Mr. Felix Joseph, of London, that this volume has been given to 
thes Hebrew-reading public: and thanks are due to the lecturer in 
Hispano Jewish poetry at the University of Jerrsalem for his 
indefatigable labours in converting the Sefardi writing of the 
manuscript into square characters, pointing it and annotating it. 

it is now possible to say that there has been added to the 
roll of Jewish poets a name that willlive. Abulatla may even be 
reckoned in the rank of Halevi or Gabirol. He himself asks with 
some justification, what is honey compared to the sweetness of 
his verse? and as a master of style he is unexcelled. He had a 
é equered career, for although he was a member of the courts of 
Alphonso X. and Sancho lV., he was thrown into prison several times 
and had his property confiscated. We have not yet fathomed the 
mentality of these Hispano-Jewish grandees, who were able to turn 
from playing a leading part in current politics to Hebrew study and 
composition. Their genus died out ; we may hope for its rebirth. 

The poet did not arrange bis poems in any particular sequence, 
but the editor has placed them in groups according to the names of 
the persons to whom they were dedicated. This does not mean that 
the poems are merely panegyrics or elegies. They comprise religious 
and secular verse of all types, and are especially rich in epigrams. 
The author, indeed, fulfilled his object, which was to show that 
Hebrew was as adaptable as Arabic to express lofty and wsthetic 


conceptions. Modern Hebraists will be grateful for this introduction 


to one who was tighting their battle in the Middle Ages. 

A characteristic of our post was his wide tield of interests. He 
was alover of the good things of life, and mourned his advancing 
years: 

Whither shall I flee before grey hairs 
The parting day doth scatter on my head? 
Alack, my hair, once black as night, has gone, 
And my day draws on to eve. 
Lo, I give a raven unto time, 
And take from her a dove. 
Nevertheless, he could write with religious fervour: 
, my soul, now set thy heart on truth, 
Chase not vain folly or a lewd career ; 
Be joyous to fulfil all God's behests, 
as the bridegroom thrills. to see the bride. 
Write the fear of God upon thy heart, 
Not upon yotive tablets and on scrolls. 

Whatever his subject—the praise of wine, the beauties of nature 
or the adoration of God—he wrote with a wonderful wealth of 
imagery : 

How tender is the moonlight and how grand 

Is the sea a3 its roaring breakers raise their flood : 
The light is a sword unsheathed, the wind then blows 
And turns the sea to a coat of shimmering mal. 

The poems must have given infinite pleasure to those to whom 
they were addressed, and many a mourner must have been comforted 
by his verses: 

Wherefore weep yc, noble lords, 
Princes why do ye despair? 
Your king is planted in God's plot, 
No cypress darkens him with care. 
While he yet lived he gladdened men, 
Now he gives joy to the holy host : 
That both in life and death he pleased 
God and man, can be his boast.

My Dear COUSIN, 

The DuBLIN REVIEW is a high-class Catholic Quarterly which 
deservedly enjoys general respect for its breadth of views and high 
literary standards. In the current issue, for October, 1982. Dr. Ceci! 
Roth reviews Mr. W. T. Walsh's book on “ Isabella of Spain. con 
sidering in particular a number of points in the volume which have 
an anti-Jewish bias, especially two cases of alleged ritual murder. 
The Editor of the DUBLIN REVIEW has allowed Mr. Walsh to reply 
to Dr, Roth in the same issue. 

Isso far as Mr. Walsh's article is an answer of one scholar to 
the strictures of another, that is a phenomenon which is encountered 
every day in the week and has been known in literature for genera. 
tions. Such scholarly differences of opinions We may safely leave 
to the learned. But unfortunately, Mr. Walsh does not rest content 
with meeting Dr. Roth’s criticisms. In the course of his reply to 
Dr. Roth. he levels wholesale charges nt the Jews as 7 body. (on 
some of these I think it is necessary to comment. 

Mr. Walsh accuses the Jews in Christian Spain of ostentatious 
display, turbulence, usury and immorality. Reading his pages, the 
uninstructed might imagine that the rest of Christian Spain—that 
the whole of Europe—was actuated by the highest ideals of conduet. 
that morality was to be found everywhere, that usury (which is only 
another term for interest) was hardly known, and as for turbulence 
—why, it did not exist. 


Yet what are the actual facts? Let us take immorality. 
The Catholic Church was diseased with immorality, from its 
heart and centre to its outlying limbs. This is not to imply 
that there were no good Catholics in Europe. There must have been. 
just as there are good Catholics today. They were the 
men and women who lived decent lives, sérving their 
fellow-men and loving God. But there was also a plague of 


immorality in the Church. Hear what a renowned historian wrote. 
“During the generations which preceded the reformation, that 
Court the Court of the Pops had been a scandal to the Christian 
name. Its annals were black with treason, murder and incest. 
Even its more respectable were utterly unfit to be 
ministers of religion.” The facts to which Macaulay calls attention 
cannot be dented, though they may be explained away by honest 
Catholic writers. Nor do they stand alone. During the later 
middle ages, say about a century before the Jews were expelled 
from Spain, many monasterics and nunneries all over Western 
Europe were hotbeds of vice.

Visitors to these institutions whose 
testimony cannot be ignored, reported the widespread existence of 
abuses—of drunkenness, of gross Immorality, of gluttony. Men 
sent into the nunneries to preach, one visitor complains, ~ go thither 
rather to fornicate.’ The subject is nauseating. But the evidence 
is voluminous and cannot be set aside. 

Let Mr. Walsh sweep in front of the door of his own Church 
before he hurls wild accusations of immorality against the Jews. 
Jewish family life was the purest in the world. Search Jewish 
Writers on the subject and vou shall find a higher standard than 
among non-Jews. Better than that, enter the Jewish home and see 
for yourself. Morall¥ and physically the ideal was high. Even if 
there were weaker brethren and sisters, that does not diminish the 
claim. Mr. Walsh in this matter is not perhaps as actuated by 
Christian charity as he might be. 

So with the accusation of usury. Mr. Walsh protests his 
devotion to truth, strong truth,” vet he never indicates that 
clerics, ministers of the Church, were in the Middle Ages guilty of 
usury. And what of the kings and battened on 
the usury of the Jews? The Jews were the sponge that filled out 
with liquid and the kings and nobles squeezed the sponge dry. Mr. 
Walsh has no word of condemnation for these characters in the 
tragedy. What would you? The Jews were turbulent, ostentatious 
and immoral: that was why their neighbours hated them. One 
cannot help wondering whether their neighbours did really hate 
them, or whether perhaps the hate was suggested to them by zealous 
preachers who believed they were preaching a religion of love by 
fanning the flame of hatred. One cannot help wondering 
viiether Mr. Walsh also does not hate the Jews. If he dos not, 
how can he slander a whole people? If he does, what 
religion does he profess? It is surely correct to say that the best 
in the Catholic Faith, as the best in Judaism, bids us love four 
fellowmen.

In regard to the Inquisition, one of the most wicked, cruel and 
infamous institutions ever designed by one set of men to bring 
misery to another, Mr. Walsh takes up a somewhat peculiar attitude. 
One tries to imagine what the author of the Sermon on the Mount 
would have said if he had been present at an auto-da-fé. But Mr. 
Walsh is comforted. “Of the 2,000 persons burnt during the life- 
time of Isabella, many were criminals who would have been 
sentenced to death in any case by the State courts.” No word of 
comment is necessary. A strange way of reasoning! But then Mr. 
Walsh can believe in marvels. In 1608, he tells us, while the 
Sacrament was being exposed in the Chapel of the Benedictine Abbey 
at Faverney, a fire consumed the tabernacle, the linens and the 
entire altar, but the ostensorium remained suspended in the air, 
without support, for thirty-three hours. One who will believe this 
will believe anything—Jewish immorality, for instance, and ritual

WHAT IS BEING DONE FOR THE “ DECLASSED.” 


Interview with LORD MARLEY. 


Lord Marley, Chief Opposition Whip in the House of Lords, 
despite the many calls on his time which his important position 
entails, takes a keen 
interest in the Organisa- 
tion known as the Ort, 
which has made heroic 
efforts to lift thousands 
upon thousands of dis- 
tressed aud “declassed” 
Jews in Eastern Europe 
out of the slough of des- 
pondency into which they 
have sunk. Lord Mariey 
is the Chairman of the 
recently -formed  Parlia- 
mentary Advisory Com- 
mittee for the Ort, and in 
an interview which he 
accorded me (writes a 
JEWISH CHRONICLE repre- 
sentative) he gave a vivid 
and first-hand account of 
some of the things which 
he had seen as a result of 
his two months’ visit to 


-ossin. Where he came in 


contact with and studied 
n few of the activities for which the Ort is responsible. 3 

‘The Parliamentary “Advisory Committee for the Ort,” said Lord 
Marley, ** consists of members of all parties in the House of Lords and House 
of Commons, and seeks to smooth any political difficulties in connection 
with the work of the Ort. which is an Organisation with branches in many 
countries. In particular the Ort operates in Eastern Europe where the 
Jewish population is frequently oppressed politically, physically and 
economically. This is notably the case in Poland and Rumania. The 
position in Russia is different, because in that country the Jews have 
complete citizenship and full civil rights of every kind. But in Russia a 
poculiar situation has arisen in that all trading being now under State or 
ywunicipal control, the Jews who have in the past been very largely, if 
not mainly, traders, find their normal mode of livelihood severely 
restricted and often completely abolished. In these circumstances the 
vt has opened up a widespread-organisation for the purpose of training 
Russian Jews to become producers. This reconstructive work has had 
much success both in the towns where special educational and factory 
facilities have been provided, and in the countryside where the Ort has 
assisted in the provision of winter industries to improve the economic 
status of Jews working on the collective farms.” 

Communal and Collective Farms. 

Lord Marley visited a considerable number of factories and over 
twenty Jewish collective farms as well as several Jewish communal 
farms. The difference, he said, between the collective farms and com- 
munal farms Was interesting, because in the communal farms everything 
was shared in common including communal dining-rooms, communal 
houses, communal tractors, agricaltural implements and animals. In 
c jlective farms individual members of the farm may retain their own 
property ina limited number of animals and implements. One of the very 
best farms which Lord Marley visited during his journey in Russia was a 
Jewish Counnunal Farm in the Ukraine, which holds the first prize for 
milk prxinection in the whole country, and which is now completely free 
fr m the need of all help cither from the Ort, the Agro-Joint.or the Komzet. 
Lord Marley observed a new, large building in the course of erection on 
this particular farm, which, he was told, was “the maternity hospital for 
the pigs and cows.” 

In Moscow,” he went on, “I was particularly interested in a remark- 
able textile factory for which the Ort was completely responsible. It was 
established in a stable and was for Jewish men and women who were 
traders, became declassed, and who had now become industrial workers 
with fall status. Some three hundred and fifty workers are employed 
there on all kinds of productive, textile work, spinning, weaving and 
dyeing. Around the stable yard the buildings has been converted 
inte a dining-room and varions portions of the factory. Much of 
the yarn for use in this factory has been purchased in England, 
and last year £10,000 worth of yarn was bought from: Manchester. 
Unfortunately this year, owing to difficulties of credit facilities, purchases 
have not been made. One difficulty in this factory is the shortage of 
necdles for the knitting machines. Most of these machines are English 
made, but the needles cost money and it has been calculated that 25s., 
purchasing a thousand needles, will enable a Jewish worker to increase 
her carnings from 120 to 700 roubles a month. It is calculated that two 
necdies break for every ten pairs of stockings. The conditions in this 
t*ctory are reasonably good, but additional help from abroad would 
enable material improvement to be made.” 

During the course of Lord Marley's visit to the Crimea he inspected a 
large number of Jewish collective farms established by the Agro-Joint and 
the Ort and he particularly noticed the advantage which the Managers of 
these farms Obtained from having behind them the advice and assistance 
ef an organisation such as the Ort. Many of these farms are established 
in virgin steppe areas where all work has to be created from the 
beginning and the expert advice of Ort engineers, agriculturists and 
economists has been of great assistance, In order to encourage the young 
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men and women to remain on the land, the policy on these farms has been 
to put up small factories in each collective farm where during thy 
winter productive work in weaving, knitting, carpentry and so on, enables 
much higher wages to be earned by the members of the farm. Itisa fact 
that these young Jewish men and women are more ambitious than man, 
of their fellow-citizens, and it is for this reason that it is essential tha: 
there shall be a means to encourage this desire for a better career. 


Small Factories Established. 

Particularly interesting in this connection,”’ continued Lord Marley. 
‘is the development of small factories in towns near to these farm- 
These factories work throughout the year and provide training f.. 
instructors in the winter factories on the farms, and they also piv. 
permanent work for Jews living in the small towns and for some membc) 
of the collective farms who come into the towns for the winter. The-~ 
factories have standing arrangements with the great city trading organi: 
tions in Russia whereby the whole of their produce is purchased, no matt: 
how much itis. The very considerable profits made on these sales iq) 1 
opening new factories and extending and improving the conditions of Jey 
in factories and farms. The good feeling which exists between the 
and the Russian Government Organisation (Komzet) which provides f. 
the representation of Jews on the Council of Nationalities—which is par 
of the Russian Central Parliaincnt—is shown by many acts of mutua! 
assistance. For example, the Ort has a licence to import into Russia fre: 
ofall duty raw materials, machinery and spare parts pot obtainable «1 
Russia and which can be used entirely for the Ort’s work among the Jew -. 
It should be clearly understood that these imports are only made possib|. 
by assistance to the Ort from abroad, and such financial assistance is in no 
sense a charity but a definite piece of reconstructive work which can |» 
counted on to give as good a return in human as well as financial value a- 
perhaps any other subscription in the world. In America much of th: 
millions of dollars subscribed is paying interest at 5 per cent. and will be 
repaid over a number of years under a guarantee of the Russian 
Government.’ 

In reply to my questions Lord Marley made it clear that his visit t» 
Russia Was in a purely private capacity. He took a special interes' 
in the development of new cities in his capacity of Chairman of th: 
Government Committee which is now enquiring into garden cit-es, and a- 
Chairman of the Parliamentary Advisory Committee of the Ort, he wa 
also interested in the work of the industrialisation of the Jews in tha’ 
country. 

Pressure of State Trading. 

“ The rapid increase,” he said, “in state trading in Russia has resulted 
in the pressure on the few remaining private traders becoming morc 
severe, and pathetic cases have recently occurred of families so anxiou- 
to find work on the farms that they have travelled thousands of miles to 
the colonisation area without having made any arrangements to be 
received. As there is no land or'housing accommodation available, they 
have had to be sent back to the cities from which they came. 

“The work-of the Ort is, therefore, one of urgent necessity in order 
that these familics may be trained and placed in industry, and an, 
financial assistance which can be given to this Body for the purpose «f 
aiding in this reconstructive work and supplying spare parts for the 
textile machinery will be of the utmost value in improving the economic 
position of Jews in Russia.’’ 

At no time, declared Lord Marley, was such assistance so valuable a-< 
at present because of the fact that foreign money was now worth more 
than ever before in Russia, due to the greater purchasing power expressed 
in machinery, spare parts and raw materials, in foreign countries. Soni 
of the factories were actually being held up for lack of raw materials an 
spare parts which could be manufactured by men who were at preset! 
unemployed in Manchester, Leeds, Newcastle and other places. Ther 
fore, any subscriptions which were made to the Ort would not only hel) 
reconstruction and educational work in Russia but would immediate), 
give employment to men and women in Great Britain. 

In the concluding passages of our interview Lord Marley said tha‘ 
during his visit he had a talk with the Chairman of the Komzet,. wh» 
is the Deputy Chairman of the Russian Parliament and among the matters 
discussed was that of anti-Semitism. 

“IT asked him,” said Lord Marley, “ whether there was any anti- 
Jewish feeling in Russia at the present time.” 

The reply was that in the past, under its Tsarist regime, anti-Jewish 
feeling had been very widespread in Russia because of the economic 
position of the Jews as traders and middlemen. Now. however, Jew- 
were taking their place along with other nationalities in’ Russia in the 
sreat work of industry. As a result there was no reason for a continuance 
of anti-Semitism. In fact, none existed except in a few individual cases 
of survival from Tsarist times. He had also been informed that any 


manifestation of anti-Semitism was severely dealt with as being a counter- 
revolutionary activity.

A Letter from Paris. 


French Statesmen and Palestine. 
\From a Correspondent. | 

Tat JEWISH CHRONICLE has related the painful incidents which 
have happened in Tunis, and which have troubled the life of the 
peaceful Jewish Community of that city. These incidents could not 
fail to have their repercussion among the Jews of France, and the 
Lique Internationale contre UT Antisémitisine, which is ably presided 
over by the distinguished novelist and journalist, M. Bernard Lecache. 
sddressed a letter of protest to President Herriot. The Ligue now 
publishes M. Herriot’s reply, which strongly disapproves of the 
anti-Jewish agitation, and contains a formal promise that the 
authorities of the Protectorate shall take all the necessay measures 
to prevent new outbreaks. The letter ends with the 
puissage 


following 


“I count that,on your side, vou will use your influence to advise 
the Jews to avoid any imprudence. It is important, in fact. that in 
these surroundings where religious hatreds are still acute. the Jews 
should refrain from any activity which seems directed against the 
Mohammedan religious claims. It was in this spirit that the 
‘Résidence Genérale’ recently dissuaded M. Halpern from delivering 
» lecture in Tunis, which could not have failed to create disorders.’ 

The passige we have quoted raises the question of the attitude 
of French statesmen towards Zionism, M. Halpern being a Zionist 
propagandist who was going to deliver a Zionist lecture in Tunis. 
Is it to be understood that these statesmen are hostile to Zionism. 
and that M. Herriot, in approving the action of the Tunis authorities 
who euphemistically “dissuaded” M. Halpern from giving his 
lecture, is following a tradition laid down by his predecessors? The 
problem is very serious, as France is doubly important to Jews 
und Zionists: first, as one of the great powers of the world, whose 
influence with the League of Nations can always react on the 
Palestine madate; and secondly, and chiefly, as the nation which 
holds the Mandate over Syria, the immediate neighbour of Palestine. 


Foreign Ministers. 

The first French statesman whose views on Zionism we have, 
was, if weare not mistaken, M. Stephen Pichon, the then Minister of 
foreign Affairs, and it is known that his declarations were favourable 
to the Jewish National Home. 

A delicate situation might have arisen with the coming into 
power of M. Poincaré, who belonged to the Republican “ Right ” 
wing, and one would have feared that this statesman would 
not show himself sympathetic to Zionism. On the contrary, events 
proved that these fears had no real ground. On various occasions, 
and notably in the course of interviews with Dr. Weizmann, President 
Poincaré expressed his entire sympathy with the Palestine Movement, 
und even gave material proofs of it. 

A statesman whose sympathy, because of:his generous and warm 
personality, could not be doubted, was the late M. Briand, and, in 
fact, French Zionists have not forgotten the extremely cordial 
declarations that he made in 1923. M. Philippe Berthelot, Director-

Moreover, he belongs to, and leads, the Radical-Socialist Party, 
which, next tothe Socialist Party, is the most liberal and advanced 
in France, and he is himself a man of wide historical culture 
and international understanding. It is not possible to imagine 
that a leader and a man like him could remain indifferent to the 
magnitude of the event that Zionism represents in the history of 
the world, and even less that he could be hostile to it. 

The fears expressed in some Zionist quarters appear, there- 
fore, fo be unfounded. The reason for the prohibition by the 
Tunis authorities of the lecture arranged, must be found in a desire 
not to antagonise the Arabs in an¥ manner and to quieten down the 
agitation which had shown itself there. M. Herriot felt. no doubt, 
that this was a wise policy and approved it. 

We beleve however, that this policy does not do justice to the 
aims of Zionism, as it leads to the belief that Zionism has an auti- 
Arab tinge, while every Zionist declaration, official or unofficial has 
stressed the Jewish desire of a peaceful collaboration with the 
Arabs. In any case, if the measure taken by the Tunisian authori- 
ties could have been justified during or just after the incidents, as 
® means of pacitication, there is nothing to support it now the 
situation has become normal. The Jewish and Zionist voice must 
bo allowed to be heard in Tunis as in every other part of the 
civilised world.

initiative, is only natural. But what is more remarkable is the 
interest, and even enthusiasm, shown by non-Jews, especially 
Catholics. The organisers of “La Voix dIsrael” have received 
an enormous number of letters, from every part of France, 
expressing pleasure and interest. By the courtesy of M. Algazi, Lhave 
been enabled to read some of these letters.

Argentina. 


Dr. Chaim Favelukes,. the Director of the Jewish Hospital at Buenos 
Ayres, has been kidnapped by bandits, who are demanding from his wife 
a ransom of 100,000 pesos (£8,000). It is suspected that the bandits are 
ex-members of the Zwi Migdal, a white slave organisation against which 
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Dr. Favelukes was active. 


Austria. 


The famous German tenor, Herr Richard Tauber, had an unpleasant 
experience in Graz recently as a result of a rumour spread by the Nazis that 
he was a dew. - Herr Tauber is believed to be of remote Jewish origin, but 
he himself is a staunch Catholic. Nevertheless, when he arrived in 
Graz for a concert the Nazis organised a campaign against him and on 
his appearance, at a gathering of his admirers in the principal square of 
the city the Nazis raised an uproar, shouting: ** Perish Judea!” A free fight 
develgped between the friends of Herr Tauber and the Nazis and it was 
only after the intervention of the police and the arrest of eight persons 
that order was restored. A police force had to guard the concert hall 
where Herr Tauber appeared, as well as his hotel. It is characteristic 
that the police tried to hush up the incident by explaining that hc was 
only mobbed by a lmirers, who wished to obtain his autograph. 

The United States Legation in Vienna has submitted a formal protest 
tothe Austrian Government against the injuring of four American students 
at Vienna University during anti-Jewish disturbances carried on by the 
Nazi students. 


Cuba. 

The President has come to tho roscue of the 500 Jewish pedlars in 
Havana, Who was ina desperate position on accoun’ of the increase of 
the licence fee for petlars from 6 to 120 dollars perannum. None of the 
Jewish pediars were in a position to pay the sam demanded from them, 
but, as a result of Jewish representations, the President has now ordered 
the Municipality to regulate the matter in favour of the Jewish pedlars. 


Czechoslovakia. 


Miss Lily H. Montagu and Madame Margarete Goldstein, of Berlin, 
have spent several days in Prague, the capital of Czechoslovakia, repre 
venting the World Union for Progressive Judaism. 


Germany. 


The Nazi Theatre Society, which was recently formed at Mannheim. 
has opened negotiations with the local municipal theatre authorities, 
offering certain support for the theatre on condition that no Jewish actors 
or actresses should be engaged. The theatre authorities, however. broke 
off the negotiations and replied that the theatre was concerned with the 
art and not the religion of its actors and actresses. 

The decision of the Supreme Court nominally restoring the Prussian 
Government, on the ground that its deposition by von Papen was 
unconstitutional, restores Dr. Hermann Badt to his post as Chief Prussian 
Representative on the Federal Council. The Court, however, had main. 
tained the legality of President Hindenburg’s appointment of a Com. 
missioner as supreme authority in Prussia. Hence the restored 
Government will exercise authority entirely subject to the Commissioner's 
approval. 

Centre Party leaders and Nazi leaders have reopened their negotia- 
tions to constitute a cealition which will present a united front in the 
Reichstag after the elections. Jewish leaders ave very much disturbed by 
this, because of the assertion made recently by Deputy Goebbels that 
there was no mention in the previous negotiations between the Nazis and 
the Centre Party of any safeguards for protecting the constitutional rights 
of the Jewish population. 

The Federal Minister of the Interior, Baron von Gayl, has yielded to 
the pressure of public opinion and has ordered that a copy of the anti- 
Semitic speech broadcast by the Berlin Radio Station should be submitted 
to him for examination. After reading it. he ordered the head of the 
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Station to exercise more care in his choice of speakers, and to avoid 
similar anti-Semitic incidents in the future. The head of the Berliy, 
Wireless Broadcasting Service, Dr. Dueske, declared to a delegation of 
the Central Union of German Citizens of the Jewish Faith that in futur 
“T shall myself keep an eye on everything that is broadcast in Berlin, . 
that no undesirable anti-Semitic agitation will be possible.”

regarded as wholesale rioters. 


Holland.

transferred their homes from Germany to Holland. 


Hungary. 
Admiral Horthy Abandons Anti-Semitism. 


In well-informed circles in Budapest, it is stated that not on!: 
the present Premier, 


M. Goemboes, has changed his views on ant: 
Semitism, but also that Admiral Horthy, the Regent, has abandone:! 
his anti Semitic views. At one time, Admiral Horthy was a stron. 
anti-Semite, and he greatly sympathised with the anti-Semit: 
Awakening Magyars Organisation, of which M. Goemboes was the 
head. Lately, however, Admiral Horthy has changed his views, an‘ 
he now finds himself in full agreement with M. Goemboes 0! 
Jewish. policy. The change in the views of Admiral Horthy i> 
considered even more important than the change in the views ©! 
MI. Goemboes, as Admiral Horthy exercises a great and permane!' 
influence on the policy of the Hungarian Government. 


Iraq. 


The Resignation of the Cabinet. 


A message from Bagdad announces the formal resignation of 
the Cabinet of Nuri Pasha. on the ground that the Cabinet has 
already completed its task of securing the independence of Iraq and 
its admission to the Leaque of Nations. It is expected that Nuri 
Pasha will be appointed Ambassador in Paris, and that he wil! 
represent his country at the League of Nations. ‘The leader of the 
Nutionalist Opposition to the present Cabinet, Jassin Pasha, is 
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expected to succeed Nuri Pasha as Premier, with the task of pursuing 
a Pan-Arab policy. Jassin Pasha is known as a supporter of the 
proposed Pan-Arab Congress in Bagdad, which will deal with the 
question of establishing a spiritual and economic Confederation of 
the Arab States with a view to converting it ultimately into a 
political Confederation. 


Italy. 


The Rectors of the Rome and Padua Universities have issued publie 
invitations to foreign Jewish students to go to Italy and study in the 
Italian Universities, promising them many facilities. Siznor Ravenna, 
the Jewish communal leader, has promised those who go material 
assistance from the Jewish Communities. 


Lithuania. 


On account of the difficulties encountered by emigrants in gaining 
admission to new countries, Jewish emigration from Lithuania has 
decreased in recent years. During the first nine months of the enrrent 
year, 606 Jews emigrated from Lithuania, including 245 to South Africa, 
163 to Palestine and 52 to Biro-Bidjan. 


Morocco. 


Fighting in Fez. 

According to a message from Fez, a serious disturbance has 
occurred there between native Jews and Arabs, which necessitated the 
intervention of the French Colonial troops. The police were unable 
to suppress the fighting and one policeman was seriously wounded 
during the affray. The troops, however, restored order. Twenty-seven 
Jews have been arrested and sent for trial in the native court. They 
all are charged with having participated in the fight and with having 
resisted the police in their efforts to restore order. 


Rumania. 


The new Cabinet, which is headed by Dr. Maniu, the leader of the 
Peasant-Tsaranist Party. has already been constituted with M. Mironescu 
as Vice-Premier and M, Titulescu as Foreign Minister. Most of the posts 
are occupied by the same Ministers who were inthe Cabinet of M. Vaida 
Voevod. The three vital portfolios to Jewish interest, the Ministries of 
the Interior, Justice and Education, remain in the hands of M. Mibalache, 
M. Popovici and Professor Gusty respectively, who held the same positions 
in the Vaida Voevod Cabinet. There is also a probability that M. Vaida 
Voevod will join the Cabinet at a later stage. 


Russia 


The Kudashki district in Uzbekia, in Middle Asiatic Russia. has been 


named after the Jewish Communist leader, M. Kaganovitch, who is 


considered to be M. Stalin's right hand man. 

It will be remembered that many complaints were made a few 
months ago regarding the methods of Torgsin in delivering parcels of food 
sent by Jews to their relatives in Russia, and that in connection with 
those complaints attacks were made in Jewish quarters on the Jewish 
bodies; which had arrangements with the Torgsin for the delivery of 
parcels to Russia. The H1As is now able to announce a considerable 
improvement in the methods of the Torgsin in dealing with those parcels. 
The Torgsin has now opened new stations in Russia, at which the food 
parcels sent by Jews to their relatives in Russia are stored, and the people 


in Russia will no longer have to wait for a considerable time for the 


delivery of the parcels sent to them. 

The head of the Jewish Community of Kieff, M. Chaim Tover, has 
been exiled to Archangel on account cf his religious activities. The 
Authorities have discovere 1 that M. Tover organised a Seder on Passover 
for anumber of Kieff Jews who were prevented by their Communist 
children from observing the Passover Holy Daysin theirown homes. The 
act of M. Tover was considered by the Soviet authorities as illegal 
religious propaganda. In addition, the Kieff Soviet Authorities already 
had a grudge against M. Tover, because he succeeded last winter in 
persuading the Central Soviet Authorities in Moscow to cancel the order 
for the closing down of the only Synagogue left in Jewish hands in the city 
of Kieff, which is known as the Merchants’ (Aupetcheskaya) Synagogue. 
When the Kieff Authorities threw out from the Merchants’ Synagogue the 
Scrolls of the Law, M. Tover, with the help of some friends, almost by a 
miracle obtained an order from Moscow restoring the Synagogue to the 
Jews. The Kieff Orthodox Jews are deeply concerned about the loss of 
the services of M. Tover to the Jewish Community. He was practically 
the only Jew in the city who dared openly conduct the work of the Jewish 
religious community in Kieff. 


Sweden. 


The Swedish Academy of Science has elected the leading German 
Jewish chemist, Geheimrat Professor Richard Willstaetter, of Munich, as 
amember. Professor Willstaetter obtained the Nobel Prize for Chemistry 
in 1915. 


Syria. 


In connection with the rumours concerning the proposed abandonment 
of the French Mandate in Syria, it is stated in French Government circles 
that those reports are incorrect, as the French Government does not con- 
sider that the people in Syria have yet attained the political maturity 
which is necessary for the declaration of their complete independence. 
At the same time, however, the French Government is preparing measures 
Which will extend the self-government of the people.

CONSOLIDATION AND DEVELOPMENT. 


Agency's Memorandum to the League. 


A Memorandum on the development of the Jewish National 
Home during 1931, has been submitted by the Jewish Agency for 
Palestine ‘to the Secretary-General of the League of Nations for the 
information of the Permanent Mandates Commission. 

In a covering letter. Dr. Nahum Sokolow, President of the 
Agency. quotes the resolutions adopted by the Council of the Agency 
in consonance with the decisions of the Zionist Congress at Basle in 
July. 1931, with regard to the Prime Minister's lettgv of February in 
that vear. Dr. Sokolow réiterates the earnest desire of the Jewish 
Agence? to co-operate with His Majesty's Government in working 
out a comprehensive scheme of development for Palestine, 
based on the principles of the Mandate, for the purposes of 
securing the establishment of the Jewish National Home and 
of promoting the general welfare of all inhabitants of the 
country. He draws attention tothe lack of progress in alle: ating 
a fair share of employment in public works in Palestine to Jewish 
workers; to the impediment to development resulting from adminis- 
tration and judicial practice in dealing with land disputes; to the 
restriction of immigration; the inadequate number of Jews in the 
Palestine Police Force and in the Transjordan Frontier Force; and 
to the disproportionately emall contributions from public reyenue to 
Jewish Educational and Health Services. In conclusion, he records 
with satisfaction that the economic position in Palestine docs not 
seem to have been severely affected by the world-wide economic 
depression. “I believe,” he writes,” that during the ten vears which 
have passed since the confirmation of the Palestine Mandate, in 
Julv, 1922, the Jews have given evidence that no setbacks can 
weaken the dete:mination of the Jewish people to build: their 
National Home. On the foundations already laid the Jewish people 
will go forward with confidence.” 


The Memorandum, which is divided into nine sections and 

sixty-five paragraphs, is briefly summarised below. 
Population. 

The preliminary returns of the recent Census, states the Memorandum. 
show that the total population of Palestine has risen during the ten years,’ 
period from 757,182 to 1,035,151. In the same period the Jewish population 
has increased from 83,794 to 175,006, and the non-Jewish population from 
673,588 to $60,148. The Jews now constitute 18 per cent. of the total 
settled population of Palestine, and 16.9 per cent. of the Whole population, 
inclading Betouin. ‘Twosat sfactory features revealed by the preliminary 
Census returns are (1) the remarkable increase, both in number. and per- 
centage, of the whole in the Jewish rural population, which rose from 
15,172 8.1 per cent. of the total Jewish population) in 1922 to 46,485 


(26.5 per cent. of the total Jewish poyulation) in 1951--an increase of | 


$1,313, or just on 200 per cent. ; and (2) the fact that the increase in the 
Arab population was most marked in those districts where most progress 
has been ma‘le in Jewish settlement. 

During 1951, 4,075 Jews were registered as immigrants under the Pales- 
tine Immigration Regulations, including 959 persons who had entered Pales. 
tine previousiy, and were given permission to remain during the year under 
review. Jewish emigrants numbered 666-—the lowest. figure on record 
and the nett immigration of Jews during the year was thus 3,409, as com- 
pared With 3,265 in 1930 and 3,503 in 1929. The 4,075 Jewish immigrants 
included 1,604 men (39 per cent.), 1,863 women (46 per cent.), and 608 
children under sixtecn years of age (15 per cent.) The principal countries 
of origin of the immigrants, in descending order of numbers were : Poland, 
lussia. United States of America, Rumania, Yemen, Lithuania, British 
Empire (including Aden), Germany, Iraq and Greece. The percentage 
of immigrants from the United States rose appreciably, while that of 
English immigrants doubled as compared with the previous year. The 
percentage of immigrants from Poland and Yemen, on the other hand, 
showed a substantial decline. 


Labour Conditions. 

Jewish urban unemployment showed only minor fluctuations in the 
period under review. InJanuary the registers of the General Federation ef 
Jewish Labour showed 1,206 persons to be unemployed in the towns; in April 
the number had risen to 1,345, but by the end of the year it had again fallen 
to 1,209. Urban unemployment among Jews was thus less than 1 per 
cent. of the Jewish urban population throughout 1931, and considering the 
abnormally low prices, economic depression and generally unsettled con- 
ditions prevailing during the year, this fact speaks well! for the stability of 
Jewish urban development in Palestine. In rural districts the position was 
less satisfactory, though even here the number of totally unemployed did 
not rise above 2.5 per cent. of the Jewish rural population, and for the 
greater part of the year was considerably less. 


On the Haifa Harbour Works, now approaching completion, there 


were employed, at the end of 1931, 369 Jews out of a total of 1.700 work- 
people. This represents a substantial increase over the previous year 
(when 183 Jews were employed out of a total of 1,120). though it is still no 
more than barely proportionate to the Jewish percentage of the total 
population. and very far from corresponding to the much higher ratio of 
the Jewish contribution to the public revenues. No corresponding 
improvement took place on other Government works, or on works executed 
by municipalities. In Jerusalem, where Jews constitute nearly 60 per 
cent. of the population, the 280 persons employed on municipal works at the 
end of 1931 included only 40 Jews, while on public works in the Northern 
(Haifa) district there were at the same date 35 Jews out of a total of 480 
workpeople. 

Chongh rates of wages showed a slight decrease as the vear mivanced 
there was exceedingly little friction between employers and employ 


ed. 


An agreement regulating hours of work, rates of wages and conditions of 
labour has been signed by the Association of Building Contractors and th. 
Jewish General Labour Federation, and negotiations are in progress for 
the conclusion of a similar agreement between the Federation and the 
Farmers’ Association, 


Land and Agriculture. 


The Registers of the Government Department of Lands for 1931 show 
Jewish purchases of land amounting to 41,226 metric dunams valued at 
£P1,075,121, as compared with 438,882 metric dunams valued at £PR17,260 
in 1930. Land sales by Jews in the same period reached a total of 22.61) 
metric dunams, valued at £P939,583, as compared with 24,516 metri, 
dunams. valued at £P680.190, in the previous year. The bulk of th 
Jewish purchases of land are made through the medium ‘of the Palestine 
Land Development Company. The Jewish National Fund increased its 
holding of agricultural land by 9,910 metric dunams during 1931. Thy 


‘amelioration and afforestation works of the Fund during the year unde: 


review have included drainage and canalisation works to the value of 
£P3,500 in the Haifa Bay area; topographical surveys preliminary to a 
comprehensive amelioration scheme tn Wady Hawareth ; the install ation 
of water supplies in Ain Harod, Te! Joseph, Ramath-David and Geva, ata 
cost of £P11.000: and successful borings for water at Sarid and Kia: 
Baruch. 

Palestine agriculture has naturally not escaped the consequences ot 
the world-wide depression and fallin prices of agricultural commodities - 
but it has. on the whole, suffered less than other countries, The total 
Palestinian orange export for the 1931-32 season is one of the largest on 
record, amounting to more than 3,000,000 cases, of which more than two 
thirds cathe to Great Britain. Exports of grape-frnit, begun in 1929-50 
with a shipment of 17.000 cases, rose in the 1951-52 season to 70,000 Cases. 

The serious economic depression in Europe and America, coup ed wit! 
the unsettled political situation, consequent upon the White Paper cf 
October. 1930. resulted in a marked falling off in contributions to the 
Palestine Foundation Fund and the Jewish National Fund and othe 
affiliated institutions, so that drastic economy was necessary in order to 
ensnre the maintenance of essential ‘services and the ba’‘ancing of the 
budget. By the end of 1931 the following Jewish Agency settlements 
were paying their way, i.c., their normal income covered their norma! 
expenditure, though not as yet providing any surplus for repayments of 
capital :

Building and Industry. 


Building construction in the principal towns was mainta ned at its 
normal level during 1931. In Jerusalem, however, there was a slight 
falling off in investments in building and in the number of persons 
employed, owing to the completion of several large-scale undertakings. 
In ‘Tel-Aviv there was marked expansion in the building and construc 
tional trades, 1,097 building licences, covering an area of 65,800 square 
metres, being issued by the municipality during the year. In Haifa 
appreciable progress was made in 1931 with the construction of a new 
workers’ suburb. The Bayside Corporation (operating with Palestine 
Emergency Fund moneys), erected two blocks of flats, providing accom. 
modation for forty-cight families. Thé capital for the bulk of the buildings 
constructed during the year came from private sources, supplemented by 
loans from the Palestine Mortgage and Credit Bank. The construction of 
the Jordan Hydro-electric Plant, begun in 1927, was completed during 
1951, an average of 695 men having been employed during the year. The 
Power House at Jisr-cl-Mejamie is constructed for four generating units 
(two only are at present completed) of 8,500 h.p. each, and the total 
energy annually available will be about sixty million kilowatt hours. 
High tension lines transmit the power to Jaffa and Haifa. Tel-Aviv. 
peers and Tiberias will now be linked up with the Jordan hydro-clectric 
plant. 


Health and Welfare Work. 

The Hadassah Medical Organisation Budget for medical services 
during the financial year, ended September 30th, 1931, amounted to 
£83,600. A'locations were made to hospitals and dispensaries at 
Jerusalicom, Tel-Aviv, Haifa, Tiberias and Safed, and also to the following: 
Pathological _Instituce, Je:usalem; Nurses’ Training School; Rural 
Medical Service; School Hygiene Department: Anti-Trachoma 
paiga ; Obstetrical Service (Out-Patients): and to the Anti-Tuberculosis 
Campaign. To this total should be added a further expenditure of 
roughly £P10,000 in cash and kind on health centres. 

ihe Women’s International Zion'st Organisation continued its mother- 
craft and child welfare work in 1931. The Mothercraft Training Centre 
in Tel-Aviv, devoted to the care of children in need of special treatment, 
admitted 256 babies and 37 mothers during the year. The three Infant 
Welfare Centres maintained by the Organisation in Tel-Aviv treated 1.255 
children, including 946 new cases during the year; and there were 1,189 
childcen under treatment in December, 1931. Since their inception, thesc 
three centres have provided treatment for 36.404 children. The Jerusalem 
Baby Home accommodates 60 children, of whom $2 are orphans or found. 
lings: The Day Créche for the children of working mothers in Tel-Aviv 
had an average da‘ly attendance of 60 children throughout the year. The 
cost of maintenance of these six institutions for the year under review 
vas £P5,300. 


Education. 

The vast majority of Jewish children of schoo] age continue to receive 
their education in schools maintained or supervised by the Jewish Agency. 
About 66 per cent, attend Jewish Agency schools, about 30 per cent. attend 
oth r Jewish schools (Alliance Israélite. Anglo-Jewish Association, etc.), 
just over 2 per cent. private Christian schools and only 0.2 per 
cent. Government schools. At the beginning of the school year 
1931-32, 23,145 children were receiving education in the schools under 
the supervision of the Jewish Agency Education Department, as compared 
With 22,533 at the beginning of the previous school year. The Government 
grant of £P19,200 represents only 10.4 per cent. of the total expenditure 
onthe Jewish schools; it amounts to roughly 13.6 per cent. of the amount 
budgeted for education by the -alestine Government. and is thus very far 
from corresponding even to the ratio of Jewish to general population, let 
alone to the much higher ratio of Jewish to general contributions to 
public revenue, or of Jewish school children to the total number of children 
in Palestine schools. 

At the Hebrew University of Jerusalem, undergraduate teaching is 
now in progress both in the Faculty of the Humanittes (formed in 192° 
from the Institutes of Jewish and Oriental Studies, and General 
Hlumanities) and in the Balfour-Einstein Institute of Mathematics. ‘The 
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first batch of undergradnates concluded their four years’ 
and thirteen received the degree of M.A. early in 19392, 


Jewish Money for the National Home. 

The expenditure of the Jewish Agency and its affiliated institutions 
continued to be covered by voluntary contributions both from individual 
Jews throughout the world and from Jewish corporate bodies and institu. 
tions, Zionist and non-Zionist. Receipts of Jewish Agency funds durin ‘ 
the year under review naturally reflected the unfavourable encthetine 
position of the Jewish communities in the Diaspora (who were : 
cases among the first to suffer from the almost universal economic 
sion); but the volume of contributions was also materially affected by 
events and conditions in Palestine, and more especially by the severe 
restrictions on immigration, the virtual suspension of labour schedule 
immigration and the absence for many months of any 
towards the fulfilment of assurances given in the Prime Minister's 
Letter of February i3th, 1931, to Dr. Weizmann, and in the Govern. 
ment Despatch of June 26th, 1931, to the High Commissioner. There 
is ground for believing that the more understanding attitude of 
ihe new High Commissioner, Sir Arthur Wauchope, and the gradual 
development in. the Palestine Administration of a less negative view of 
the Jewish National Home policy (of which there have been some signs 
in recent months) will not be without their effects in reassuring Jewish 
public opinion. 

The total expenditure of the Jewish Agency and its aMfiliated bodies. 
including the Palestine Emergency Fund during the year under review. 
amounted to £797,000 as compared with £1,245,000 in 1929-30. Deducting 
Emergency Fund expenditure (£P433,000 in 1929-30 and £P166.000 in 
1930-51), and the independent budget of the Hebrew University (£P48.000 
in 1929-30 and £P45,000 in 1930-31), we get a normal expenditure of 
£P586,000 in the year under review, as compared with £P764,000 in 
1920-0 and £P593,226 in 1928-29,

AN INIQUITOUS TAX PROPOSAL. 


ZIONIST REVISIONIST STATEMENT. 

At a Press Conference of the World Union of Zionist Revision- 
ists, presided over by Mr. M. Grossman, held at the office of the 
Executive Committee of the Union on Tuesday, a statement was 
issued, in the course of which reference was made to “the 
incorrect and biassed reports from Palestine regarding the sanguin. 
ary collisions at Tel-Aviv, between the members of the Histadrut 
Haovdim (General Labour Organisation) and those of the National 
Trade Union.” 

The description of the events in the Press, according to which 
the dispute is alleged to be caused by strike-breaking on the part 
of the National Workers’ Union, says the statement, is totally 
incorrect. Nowhere, and in no circumstances, have the Jewish 
workers, Who stand outside the Socialist Histadrut, broken a strike 
hy tilling the places of the striking workers, or agreeing. to accept a 
lower Wage than those on strike. Nor has there ever been recorded 
uw single case in which the national workers either attacked or 
assaulted anvone. The circumstances are quite different from those 
reported, 

The Histadrut Haovdim, which is under the sole control of the 
Palestine Socialist Party, refuses to recognise any other Jewish 
Workers’ Organisation which raises the elementary demand of the 
right to work. The Histadrut claims that only workers registered 
through the employment agencies of the Left Histadrut should be 
cogaged. In this way, the Histadrut believes that it will be able to 
invintain the monopoly it has hitherio exercised in the employment 
inurket, 

The Right to Work. 

As the National Workers base themselves on the view-point that 
ihe present economic phase of Jewish agriculture and industry does 
not permit of undermining the beginning of the Jewish colonisation 
bv means of continued, groundless strikes dictated by party views, 
they decline to support them in any way. The only “ guilt” of the 
National Workers consists of their claim to the right to work, and 
their insistence that the allocation of employment should be made 


oniy through neutral Labour Exchanges under the control either of 


‘he Municipalities or the Vaad Leumi. 

The latest onslaught by the Histadrut workers on the peaceful 
National Workers is merely the continuation of the Histadrut’s 
policy of terror which has aroused the condemnation of the 
entire Yishuyv. After the recent onslaught by the Histadrut on 
‘he members of the “Hapoel Hamizrachi’-—-so widely known— 
Which demonstrated the continued efforts of.the Histadrut to 
enforce its policy of “ Class-War” as well as its disciplme on all 
workers in the country, there have now followed the attacks by the 
same Histadrut upon the “ Irgun Ovdei Hazohar u-Betar.” It is a 
case of an organised, well-prepared attack with a definite object in 
View, directed against Jewish workers and in the interests of the 
nonopolistic position of the Socialist Histadrut. 

The Revisionist Organisation and the “Irgun” have several 
limes attempted to reach an understanding with the Histadrut by 
proposing the fermation of neutral employment agencies and the 
introduction of obligatory afbitration. This was rejected. The 
programme of the “Irgun” as well as of all nationally-conscious 
workers in Palestine is that of obligatory arbitration; no strikes so 
long as the avenue of direct negotiation with the employers has not 
been exhausted. 

The unheard-of attacks and assaults are only likely to inflict 
Kreat harm on Jewish economic development. Private initiative, as 
Well as-influx of capital, will surely be in no way encouraged by 
such events. 

It must here be established that it is the leadership and the 
Oflicialdom of the Histadrut which haye organised the assaults and 
‘re using physical force against Jewish workers who think 
differently from them. In addition, the representatives of the 
Histadrut declare, on every occasion, that they would prefer to see 
in their undertakings Arab workers, instead of Jewish workers who 
happen to be outside the Socialist Trade Unions. It is hardly 


necessary to emphasise that these terroristic acts will not weaken 
the determination of the Jewish workers to introduce into Palestine 
new methods of Labour distribution. This determination, which is 
fully shared by the majority of the responsible Yishuv, should also 
become the watchword of the whole of the Diaspora. A stop must 
be put to the biassed and coloured reports which distort the actual 
facts. 

It is surprising to notice that the same Press which condemns 
the extremes of Class-War is taking upan entirely different attitude 
when it touches a case affecting the future of the Yishuy. Instead 
of encouraging the brave lighters, the Press supports the aggressors 
by reproducing misleading reports sent to them. 

A great deal has been said lately in the Press regarding an improve- 
ment in the Zionist situation and the politicil position in Palestine. 
it cannot be denied that a certain minute change is noticeable in 
the course followed by the Palestine Government, chiefly in the 
treatment meted out to the Jewish Authorities in Palestine. The 
only thing positive in the so-called " new course ” is the comparative 
increase in the number of certificates, regarding which one must, 
however, remark that a proportion of the certificates are not issued 
for free use, but are reserved for relatives of Jews settled in Palestine 
and tourists already in the country. Of the 4,500 certificates for the 
next half-year, placed at the disposal of the Jewish Agency, only 
3,000 are to be allocated to new immigrants which, in view of the 
increased building activity and the situation of the employment 
market in the country, are wholly insufficient. What is par- 
ticularly to be regretted is the fact that the general regulations 
for the control of immigration have been made more stringent. 
In addition, difficulties have been placed in the way of the tourist 
movement, especially where it concerns Jews. The _ British 
Consulates in the countries of large Jewish population bave now 
received directions for attaching such diffieult conditions to the 
issue of tourist rises as are tantamount to the stoppage of the 


tourist traffic. 
Proposed Income Tax. 

Correcting the general impression that the political position in 
Palestine as regards the Zionist situation has recently improved, 
the statement points out that a fact which most clearly illustrates 
the real situation is the plan for the introduction of an income tax. 

The Central Committee of the Union of Colonists in Palestine 
issued a statement at the beginning of October confirming that “the 
question of a law regarding the introduction of income tax for 
Palestine is now on the agenda of the Government's programme.” In 
this connection there was held a consultation of colonists, 
industvialists, householders, merchants and the ‘Chamber of 
Commerce which was devoted to the question of averting the danger 
threatened by the new tax. Upon this the Jewish Agency declar 
in its Press Communiqué of October 14th, that the information 
adduced by the Union of Colonists was unfounded and that the 
Jewish Agency stood on watch over Jewish interests.

The Executive Committee has now received from Palestine a 


report from a well-informed source, according to which the Govern- 
ment was now busily engaged in completing an Income Tax Law 
and this Law would shortly be published. Already, before the 
last session of the Actions Committee. there was held a meeting 
between the Secretary of the Palestine Treasury, Mr. Johnson, and 
Dr. Arlosoroff and Messrs. Hexter and Senator. The Zienist Executive 
in Jerusalem is in possession of the Minutes of this discussion, from 
which it is appavent that these members of the Agency have given 
their assent in prim iple to the Income Tax Scheme, and that Mr. 


Johnson has merely given the assurancethat the co-operatives would 
be exempt from the tax. 

The whole of the Jewish public in Palestine is indignant over 
the conduct of the Jewish Agency ina question so vital tothe Yishuvy. 
While the Jewish undertakings are highly organised and are there- 
fore readily available to the machinery of taxation, the Arab bust- 
nesses are in a state which will make farcical any attempt to carry 
into effect an Income Tax Law in connection with them. 

It is the particular task of the Revisionist Union, declares the 
statement, to stand on watch over the true Zionist interests. 


Keren Hayesod Campaign Opens. 
ANGLO-JEWRY'S ZIONIST DUTY. 


“THERE CAN BE NO TURNING BACK.” 

The opening of the special Reren Havesod Campaign in England 
was the occasion of a reception held in honour of Mr. Leib Jaffe 
(Managing Director of the Keren Havesod) at the First Avenue Hotel, 
High Holborn, on Wednesday evening. 

The Rt. Hon. Lord MeLcuerr. who presided, read a telegram of 
good wishes from Dr. Weizmann. 

Lord MreLcHeTT said the fact that Anglo-Jewry stood so low 
among the contributing communities to Zionist funds was a thing 
which depressed those of them who believed that British Jewry should 
back up the effort that was being made in the upbuilding of Eretz 
Israel. He had discussed with Mr. Jaffe the question of how they 
could make the campaign beginning this vear in England a huge 
success and raise England's position in the list of those countries who 
contributed to the work that was going on. They must remember that, 
situated as thev were in Palestine, there could be no turning back. 

Dr. NAHUM SOKOLOW, the President of the Zionist Organisation 
and the Jewish Ageney, tendered Mr. Jaffe the. best wishes of these 
two Bodies for the success of his campaign. In Mr. Jaffe, he said, 
they had the rare combination of eloquence and organising capacity. 

Mr. O. E. DAVIGDOR-GOLDSMILD, after paying a tribute to Mr. 
Jaffe, said he was not going to take upthe cudgels for British Jewry. 
But some almost hard things bad been said about it. They must, 
however, bear in mind that British Jewry had always felt that one 
of its main duties was to look after its own poor first, and that 
its own Jews living in this country should not be a charge 
upon the general body of taxpayers. That had become a sort of 
tradition with British Jewry, and it bore that burden without 
murmur. That was the reason for the alleged lack of support for 
the Keren Havesod. He appealed to them now to assist Mr, 
Jaffe to the utmost of their power. 

Professor SELIG BRODETSKY expressed his personal gratification 
that they had been able to secure Mr. Jaffe’s services for the 
campaign. There was room im this country, he said, for great 
developments so far as the Keren Havesod was concerned and the 
in Palestine in general. Te-dav they eould bring into Pales- 
tine thousands of Jews, and they could aequire land if they wanted 
to. Therefere. it was upto the Jewish Community in this country 
who protested so vigorously two vears ago against the Passtield White 
Paper to show that the regime under which they were working to-day 
was anh improvement upon the former regime by themselves taking 
part in the practical work of the upbuilding of Palestine. Dealing 
with certain statements that had been made by a speaker for the 
Keren Hayesod at a Press Conference and reported recently in Tue 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, Professor Brodetsky said he wished to make it 
clear that they were always prepared to accept full responsibility 
for as large a number of Jewish immigrants into Palestine as 
the country would admit in accordance with its capacity. They 
objected to any suggestion that there was any connection between 
the cotleetions of the Keren Havyesod and the number of 
cetfificates they demanded for Palestizze. They demanded as many 
certificates as were required in order to bring into Palestine as manv 
Jews as the country would abserl and if the funds of the Keren 
Hayesod af any moment appeared insufficient for that immigration. 
his reply was “give us immigration certificates and the Jews will 
Supply the necessary funds for the Keren Havesod.” 

After Mr. Barrow Sicrer, of Manchester, Mr. M. H. Davis. L.C.C.. 
and the Rey. J. K. GoLDBLOOM had spoken, Mr. replied 
and devoted the greater part of his speech to an account of the 
various developments which were taking place in Palestine to-dav. 

On the metion of Sir MEYER SPIELMAN a vote of thanks was 
accorded Lord Melchett for presiding.

There ought not, at this stag, 
to be a single Jew who could, as a British subject, fail to be a kee 
and good Zionist. Referring to the present political position, M 
Janner* said that while there were difficulties, very serious clit! 


culties. to be overcome, he honestly believed that British state« 
men wanted to help the Jewish National cause, The views o! 
members of the House of Commons were such as to give them cause 
for a considerable amount of optimism. What was required, how 
ever, was the backing of the whole Jewish Nation. Such backing 
was a vital necessity at the present moment and if it were not fort) 
coming progress would be retarded for years, possibly for a century. 

Mr. LEONARD STEIN compared the kind of subjects which were 
discussed twenty years ago at Zionist meetings with those of to-day, 
and said that in those far off davs it was much more difficult to be a 
Zionist than it was now. People,:in those days, laughed at 
Zionists; they scoffed at them and the Anglo-.Jewish Communal 
leaders were extremely down upon them. To-day therr work was 
in asense easier. The movement was a much larger one. They 
were no longer part of a small minority, but part of a very large 
organisation. In his concluding remarks, after speaking of the 
Jewish honour and Jewish self-respect which were involved in the 
Zionist experiment, he declared that they simply could not let this 
experiment fail. He appealed to the students tomake every effort to 
ensure its success. 

Mr. Horowitz stressed the potent part which the Jewish 
students could play in the development of Palestine. and said that 
every student was directly interested in Zionism in the same way as 
every other Jew. He could not hold himself aloof, for even in the 
great cities of learning where one would have expected tranquillity 
of thought and humanistic motives, one witnessed a state of degenera- 
tion, of passionate hatred and Jew baiting such as filled one’s heart 
with despair so far as human progress was concerned. The Zionist 
Movement did not stand simply as a Jewish emancipation move- 
ment. In his viewsJews had a great contribution to make to the 
rest of mankind. They had done this for two thousand years. They 
had been stagnant for a further two thousand vears. Their future 
contribution would again be made when they were once more a 
natural, normal, creative and productive people in Palestine. 

The CHAIRMAN, referring to the work of the J.N.F. in Palestine 
and the importance of the land in the upbuilding of the country, 
denied the statement that the Fund had a reserve of land. The 
growing needs in Palestine were vearly becoming larger, so that they 
had to look many years ahead. If in the next five or ten years things 
went on as they were going on at the present time there would be 
admitted into the country possibly as many Jews as had come within 
the last ten vears, and room must be found for them on the land. 
The land must be got ready for them, and this was the J.N.F.’s urgent 
task. To the students, with their limited resources, he would not 
wppeal for subscriptions, but he would appeal to thenw¢o help them by 
propaganda work—by making new Zionists. That was all he was 
going to ask the students to do in order to help on the work. 

A vote of thanks, to the Chairman and speakers, was accorded, 
on the motion of Mr. L. Aaronson, seconded by Mr. George Stone. 


Balfour Declaration Anniversary. 
COMMEMORATION MEETING IN MANCHESTER. 

Under the auspices of the Manchester Young Zionist District Counc:! 
a public meeting was held last Su: day at the Victoria Hotel, Deansgate, 
Manchester, to commemorate the Balfour Declaration of 1917. Mrs. |). 
Quas-Cohen presided. Owing to the unfortunate indisposition of both 
Mr. Israe!] Cohen and Mr. G. J. Webber. their places as chief speakers 
were taken by Rabbi Dr. H. Freedman and Mr. I. Chizick, of Palestine ; 
and Mr. N. Goldstone spoke for the youth movement. 

Rabbi Dr. Freedman said that the Balfour Declaration did not create 
Zionisin, though it made it fashionable. The first wild enthusiasm had 
subsided, but the Declaration remained one of the charters of Zionism. 
Its importance was considerable, as it taught the Jews self-respect anc 
straightened their backs—it was no policy of secret infiltration, but at 
open proclamation to the world of our nationality and strivings. The 
Rabbi dealt with the historical aspect of Zionism, and said that it bad 
developed from perhaps a purely materialistic, secular national movemen'! 
into a cultural and spiritual one. The Balfour Declaration and the 
Mandate could only be a stimulus, and our own moral and material suppor' 
were still needed, 

Mr. Chizick gave a résumé of the position in Palestine, and said there 
was increasing co-operation bet ween the Jews and Arabs—due to improved 
economic conditions rather than to official organisation. There was very 
little unemployment in Palestine, and even in certain categories a shortage 
of labour. 

A vote of thanks to the speakers was passed, on the proposition of 
Messrs. N. I. Adlor and I. Yatfe, Commander of the Modin Janior Beacon,

PRINCE OF WALES TO OPEN HAIFA HARBOUR? 

Mr. Israel Cohen, speaking on the subject of “ Developments in 
Palestine,” at Friends’ House, Euston Road, during the luncheon 
hour on Tuesday, said it was hoped that the formal inauguration of 
the Haifa Harbour would be carried out early next spring by the 
Prinee of Wales. 

Mr. Cohen was dealing with the progress achieved in Palestine 
in the last few years, particularly in the last two. So far, he said. 
from Palestine having been a victim of the world trade depression, 
the country Was enjoying quite a little boom of its own. It wasthe 
one country in the world which had officially announced that it 
had room for an additional number of labourers. Among the 
reasons Which Mr. Cohen gave for this boom was that there had 
been a considerable influx of Jewish capital into Palestine during 
the last two years. In the present year already over 250 Jews with 
» minimum capital of £1,000 each had gone to Palestine. Another 
reason for the boom was the world’s increased demand for fruits.

Arabs Reject French Report. 
A STORMY DISCUSSION. 

A plenary meeting of the Arab Executive has been held in 
Jerusalem, at which a number of problems were discussed. The 
meeting confirmed the decision of the Inner Arab Executive to 
reject the French Report and decided to convene the 8th Arab Con- 
gress in January, 1935. A stormy discussion took place concerning 
& passage in the French Report, stating that many members of the 
Arab Executive and of the Supreme Moslem Council were actively 
involved in the sales of land to Jews. Strong protests were raised 
by some of the members against the action of Arab leaders in selling 
land to Jews, thereby creating doubts in Government circles as to 
the sincerity of the Arab Executive and the Supreme Moslem 
Council in their protests that there was a shortage of land for Arabs 
in the country. Finally a Commission was appointed to investigate 
which Arab leaders were selling or helping to sell land to Jews. 


Wholesale Arson Charge. 
GOVERNMENT ADVOCATE’S INSULT. 
From our Correspondent.—JERUSALEM |, 

The utmost resentment and indignation has been aroused in 
all sections of Palestine Jewry by a gratuitous insult proffered by 
Government Advocate Elliott, an Englishman, at last Friday's 
hearing in the Court of Appeal of an arson case in which three 
Georgian Jews were sentenced to imprisonment. Following the 
widress of Counsel for the Defence, Mr. Elliott, for the Crown, stood 
up and said: ~ This is a simple case in which we find all the usual 
elements—a Jew, an insurance company, a high premium and a 
fire.” Justice Frumkin, the only Jew on the bench, interrupted, 
asking whether he meant that a Jew was a necessary element in 
arson. Mr. Elliott replied that Jews always over-insured their 
stocks and set fire to them. This was well known in the city of 
London. Mr. Frumkin remarked: ~ But Jerusalem is not the city 
of London.” The incident has provoked angry protest among 
Jews at the Bar. Jewish newspapers have merely reported the 
dialogue and are abstaining from comment pending action by the 
Bar Association. Dr. Arlosoroff, representing the Jewish Agency, 
interviewed the acting High Commissioner on the subject on Sabbath. 
It is felt that if Mr. Elliott's remark was an attempt at bumour, it 
was in the worst possible taste, and if it was seriously meant, it was 
most reprehensible-insult.

HOUSE OF COMMONS AND MANDATES “A.” 

Speaking on the subject of Palestine oranges in the Ottawa 
debate in the House of <'ommons, Mr. H.-Williams (Conservative), 
said that unfortunately Palestine was regarded under the present 
interpretation of Mandates “A” under the League of Nations as a 
foreign country for the purpose of most favoured nation treatment. 
He had alwaas dissented from that interpretation of the Mandate, 
he said. He thought it was wrong. He thought it was perfectly 
absurd that while this country was responsible for the defence and 
the preservation of law and order in Palestine, we were yet debarred 
from giving Palestine preferences, and Palestine was debarred from 
giving preferences to our products. He thought it was entirely an 
anomalous situation, and hoped that some day jt would be cleared 
up. It was regrettable, he went on, that they were prejudicing the 
future progress of Palestine to some extent in regard to the supply 
of oranges. He hoped that Ministers would look into this point. 

Palestine should be regarded as part of the British Empire, he 
urged, and be so treated. It was quite true the situation was not 
so bad as it might appear, because Palestine oranges were imported 
during the period when the higher duty did not apply. Nevertheless 
the 10 per cent. duty would still be operative against the Palestinian 
oranges. He was only too glad to take that opportunity, he con- 
clnded, of ventilating the legitimate grievance of this country and of 
Palestine at the existing interpretation of the class “A ’’ Mandates. 
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Interment of Professor Schatz. 
FOUNDER OF BEZALEL. 


[From our Correspondent—J ERUSALEM |. 

After having lain in a Denver (Colorado) mortuary for some 
months. the remains of the late Professor Boris Schatz were shipped 
fo and arrived in Palestine during the third week of October. 
Schatz had gone to America last year in order to secure financi,,' 
sponsorship for bis institution. the Bezalel School of Arts and Crafts. 
which had been closed owing to insufficient funds, and it was there 
he died in the sixty-seventh year of his life. 

The. history of Schatz’s hfe in Palestine is one of romance. | 
was in 1906, when the new city of Jerusalem was still virtually 
undeveloped, that Schatz started the Bezalel School on a hill near 
the Ratisbon Convent. He was the symbol of the new cultural era 
in the country that even in those days was beginning to be of 
importance. Talented young people who could not afford the means 
to study Art abroad, placed themselves under Schatz's tutelage, and 
he was responsible for the education of some of the leading members 
in the Palestinian school—Rubin, Litwinoffsky, Murro, Raban, 
Gur-Aryeh, and many others who have made their mark. 

The late teacher was also successful in the development of the 
atone-cutting craft (then an entirely Arab trade) among Yemenite 
Jews—a sect of Israel whom he always loved to help. Ceramics, 
cameo-work, filigree manufacture, carpet-making—these were the 
various branches in shaping which he played a lion’s part. 

Through the whole period of the School's existence it fought 
strenuously against financial hardships and vicissitudes. But finally 
it had to close down. It was as though Schatz himself had been 
cut off from some existence of his own. He went to America to 
seek aid, and there he died a pauper. The Zionist Organisation 
of America collected enough money to send the remains to Palestine, 
and he is now interred on the Mount of Olives in sight of the 
Jerusalem which he loved and whose artistic bnpulses he helped to 
fashion. In his way Schatz was a great man. But the fact has been 
lost sight of in the welter of more material things. 

The funeral ceremonies in Jerusalem attracted distinguished 
Jewish communal and national leaders. Dr. C. Arlosoroff, for the 
Jewish Agency, Mr. I. Ben-Zvi, for the Vaad Leumi, Mr. M. M. 
Ussishkin, of the Jewish National Fund, Mr. L. Eliashar, President 
of the Council of Jerusalem Jews; Mr. David Yellin, Professor 
Joseph Klausner, and many others were among those who delivered 
orations in Tel-Aviv (where the body arrived from shipboard) and in 
Jerusalem. They all stressed his services as a creator and as a 
worker for the cause of Jewish national redemption. 


Anglican Bishop in Jerusalem. 
CORDIAL WELCOME BY JEWS.

A cordial welcome by the Jewish Community was extended to 
the new Anglican Bishop in Jerusalem, the Rt. Rey. George Francis 
Graham-Brown, O.B.E., D.D., who has succeeded the late Rt. Rey. 
Rennie Mactnnes, D.D. . 

Dr. Graham-Brown was formerly Principal of Wycliffe Hall, the 
theological college at Oxford, and it was in 1929, when he was here 
with a summer class of his students, that he and his men rendered 
yeoman services to the Palestine Government. as special constables 
during the August civil disturbances. He was awarded the O.B.E. 
for his services. 

The Bishop has renewed his contact with many Jewish 
residents. He has been paying visits to both Chief Rabbis, Chief 
Rabbi A. I. Kook and Chief Rabbi Jacob Meir and had tea with them 
in their Succot during Tabernacles. During this month, the Bishop 
was also the guest of honour at a reception in Talpioth given 
by Mr. Mordecai Caspi, Mayor of that suburb. who is Latvian 
Consul in Jerusalem.

the Hebrew equivalent of that name), where he resided for some 
years. He is now a prominent merchant in this city.

Empire Preference and Palestine. 


New Slaughter of Animals’ Bill Next Session. 


‘From our Parliamentary Correspondent. | 


General Sir Arthur Wauchope, High Commissioner for Palestine. 
gave his impressions of Palestine and its problems, in an address 
which he delivered to the Empire Parliamentary Association on 
Tuesday, with Sir Henry Betterton, M.P., in the Chair. 

The Ottawa debates have continued to engage attention but it 
was evident from the commencement that the Government would 
brook no alteration in the terms of the Agreements on the ground, 
as they maintain, that any variations would nullify the effect of the 
decisions of the Conference. Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P. who has 
played a prominent part in opposing the proposed fruit preferences, 
drew the attention of the House particularly to the mistake which 
had been made in the decision to impose a duty of 3s. 6d. per ewt. 
on oranges from April Ist to November 30th, and 5s. on grape-fruit 
during the whole year. He pointed out that for long periods 
in the year oranges and grape-fruit could not be obtained from 
Empire sources and consequently there would be a reduction 
in supply, raising of the cost to the consumer and a serious 
restriction in outlets for growers. He emphasised the grave 
urgency of rectifying the matter without delay. Such an amend. 
ment would bring considerable relief.to Palestine growers: as the 
Government, for technical reasons, have not been able to place 
Palestine on an equal footing with the Dominions and Colonies in 
respect to preferences, although, | understand, they were anxious to 
do 

Mr. HerBertT WILLIAMS, M.P., dissented from the view that 
Palestine, already bound by close ties to the Empire, should be 
regarded as a foreign country for the purpose of the most favoured 
nation treaties, and thought this view would be prejudicial to the 
progress of the country. He paid tribute to the administration. of 
Palestine under the High Commissionership of Sir Herbert Samuel, 
but he complained that Sir Herbert had not opposed in the House 
the interpretation of the Mandate by successive Governments which 
prevented Parliament from imposing lower duties on Palestine 
wine than on French wine. 

As I foreshadowed in one of my previous notes, the Slaughter 
of Animals’ Bill has been withdrawn. I hear that a new Bill will 
be presented early next session.

(e.) Such a policy is quite un-Jewish. As a disciple of the prophet, 
the minister must denounce every injustice and unvalue that floats into 
his ken. As an organ of the collective Jewish consciousness, he cannot 
hold his peace when any Society threatens his scale of Jewish values, As 
a self-respecting being, he cannot bridle his utterance at external dictates; 
though, if wise, he will use his liberties with judgment and tact. 

It is wearisome to have to rehash these platitudes. Had the late 
Israel Zangwill\been alive, he, I doubt not, with a verbal dexterity all of 
his own, would have given the quietus to policies so mean-spirited, so 
“ lily-livered,” and, in a pleasing expression of William James, so alarmingly 
white-chokered.”

William Rothenstein at Agnew's Galleries, 43, Old Bond Street, takes a 
long view for it includes a portrait of Fantin Latour (No. 51) done in 1897. 
There is also a charming drawing of Charles Conder (No. 29) that is dated 
early, not merely by its subject by also by the soft delicacy of its treat- 
ment. Nowadays, Sir William is using sterner methods. His methods 
to-day are incisive and definite in their lines.

BY OUR CITY EDITOR. 


The current year will go down in history as one famed for 
enormous financial operations on the part of the British Treasury 
The main operation was a conversion of over £2,000,000,000 in 5 
per cent. War Loan stock into a loan bearing 3} per cent. interest 
The whole amount of the old loan with the exception of approximately 
£165,000,000 was exchanged. Minor operations, though still of a 
very important character, have been accomplished. The direct 
result of the conversion and repayments of debt by the British 
Treasury between July Ist of this year and November Ist means a 
saving in interest payments of £38,000,000 a year. Between now 
and February Ist of next year, the Treasury is committed to repay 
maturing indebtedness of about £452,600,000. Of this amount. 
which includes cash repayments of 5 per cent. War Loan stock. 
holders of about £165,000,000, a sum of £150,000,000 has already 
been provided by an issue of 2 per cent. short-dated Treasury Bonds 
at a price of par. The balance is assured by an issue of £300,000,000 
8 per cent. Conversion Loan at a price of £97 10s. per cent. with 
redemption dates of 1948-53. Thus, the greatest financial operation 
in the history of the world has been suecessfully accomplished in 
less than five months. 


The War Loan Barrier. 

The Treasury has been assisted in its operations by an unpre- 
ecedented amount of credit seeking employment. That is due to the 
world trade UY pression Which has rendered a vast amount of capital 
temporarily idle. This money has to find employment and it has 
been utilised in the purchase of British Government stocks, because 
they give the necessary security. It must be acknowledged, how- 
ever, that the low rate of interest on Government borrowing to-day 
would have been impossible without the 5 per cent. War Loan 


conversion. That issue for such an enormous amount virtually 
controlled the investment markets. No new capital creations, 


whether on Government or on industrial account, could well be 
made without immediate comparison with the 5 per cent. War Loan. 
The Treasury, therefore, deserves every credit in removing the 5 per 
cent. War Loan barrier and paving the way for an enormous annual 
reduction in Government interest payments. It should now be the 
turn of the investor. Reduced interest payments by the Treasury 
should result in a reduction of the almost unbearable burden of 
income tax payments. 


Savings Certificates. 

While the larger investors have been almost mesmerised by the 
change in investment values, the small investor has proceeded in 
his customary cautious way in investing capital in National Savings 
Certificates. It is officially announced that 820,963 National 
Savings Certificates were purchased during the week ended October 
15th last. This brings the grand total purchased to 1,111,225,976, a 
most excellent figure. At the end of August the amount remaining 
tothe credit of investors in Savings Certificates, excluding interest, 
was £378,312,687. This demonstrates the attraction of the certifi- 
cates and indeed it is virtually impossible to secure a better means 
of saving. The present issue of Savings Certificates cost 16/- which 
becomes 23/-, if held for eleven years. This means an interest 
return of £38 7s. ld. per cent. per annum net over the full period. 
This is an extremely satisfactory return, when the terms of the new 
3 per cent. Conversion Loan at 974 per cent. is taken into consider- 
ation. Income tax must be paid on interest derived from the Con- 
version Loan, whereas there is no tax deduction on the Certificates, 
and no visk of market fluctuations. 


Steady Expansion. 

Steady expansion, coupled with conservative finance, was the 
theme of the speech made by Mr. Joseph H. Maggs, Chairman of the 
United Dairies, Limited, at the recent annual meeting of that vast 
organisation. TheCompany is now the largest individual milk buyer in 
the country, and fresh avenues for re-organisation and amalgamation 
are continually being explored. Substantial benefit is derived from 
the new retail grocery shops, where a substantial business is trans- 
acted in products other than milk. Expansion continues in all 
departments. Despite such encouraging indications, the total cash 
turnover of the Company last year was about 2 percent. lower which, 
as Mr. Maggs declares, means the customer has had more food for 
less money. The undoubted success of this Company augurs well 
for the future, and any improvement in general trade conditions 
will be quickly reflected in earnings. The Ordinary £1 units of the 
Company are a sound industrial investment. 


Resuming Dividends. 

Au interim dividend of 12} per cent. on Lake View and Star 
shares is just another indication of the favourable developments in 
the West Australian mining industry. This is the first dist ribution 
on the Company's capital of £520,000 in 4s. shares since 1921. 
Subject to audit, the accounts for the year to June 50th last will 
show a gross profit of £284,000. From this is deducted £164,000 for 
special development, mine preparation, depreciation and provision 
for Australian taxation, etc. This with £11,000 brought into the 
necounts leaves a balance of £131,000. It is proposed to transfer 
£100,000 to reserve against plant and machinery account and to 
carry forward £31,000. The 4s. shares have a present market 
Valuation of 17s. 3d. cum. dividend. 

Debenhams Meeting. 

Despite the fact that the retail businesses of Debenhams, Ltd. 
suffered severely last vear from the demand for cheaper goods, the 
Chairman, Sir F. Richmond. Bt., informed shareholders at the annual 
eeting that there had been no serious contraction in the volume 
of goods handled. It was pointed out that the records of the three 
West End businesses together showed the number of transactions 
to be only about 2 per cent. less than in the previous twelve months. 
The revenue of the Company was seriously affected owing to the 
fact that no dividend was received from the largest subsidiary, the 
Drapery Trust, Ltd., against approximately £75,000 previously. 
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The profits of Debenhams Ltd. for the year to July 31st last amounted 
to £292,621 after providing for debenture interest. With regard to 
the outlook the Chairman was disinclined to make any definite fore. 
cast, but assured shareholders that as expenses had been cut to an 
absolute minimum and stocks were not much lower, when the tide 
did turn, the Company was fully prepared to take advantage of it.

STEADY GROWTH--INCREASED SALES. 


The Seventeenth Ordinary General Meeting of United Dairies, Ltd 
on Friday last at the Connanglht Rooms, London, W.C. 

Mr. Joseph H. Maggs (Chairman and Managing Director) said that in the 
year under review, in spite of reduced quantities per customer sold in their retail! 
businesses, the volume of milk retailed had increased and the number of then 
regular customers continued to grow. The volume of ther sales of butter. 
cream, eggs and sundries had also again expanded; although the total actual 
cash turnover was about 2 per cent lower.

In fact, the consumer Jiad had more 
food for less money, in spite of this country’s departure from the Gold Standard 
and the introduction of tariffs. 

Undoubtedly the “ Buy British" Campaign and the imposition of tariff< had 
strengthened the demand for British goods at home and had caused their 
engineering Companies to receive enquiries from all parts of the world. He did 
not wish to disguise the difficulties which still existed in doing business with the 
Dominions, bat they were exploring the possibilities of increasing their export 
trade in machinery and utensils to all the principal dairy countries. 

So faras the dairy side of the business was concerned, the effect of tariffs 
had up tillnow been negligible. There would appear to be a real danger that, 
if New Zealand and Australia continued their present rate of inc rease in dairving 
for long, they wonld kill the home manufacturer of dairy produce. 

SUPPLIES OF MILK. 

Supplies of milk during the past summer had been verv plentiful and at 
the present day the Company's stocks were considerably higher th .n twelve 
months ago. Upto now, milk prices in this country had fairly well stood t e 
shocks which had brought almost every staple agricultural prodcet down to 
pre-War levels or below. In face of the fact that British farmers were to-cay 
actually receiving for their milk more than double the price obtained by their 
Continental and Dominion competitors, it seemed strange, to say the least, that 
the milk industry, and United Dairies in particular as the largest individual 
milk buyer, should have been attacked as they had been recentiv by the farmers’ 
organisation. He abated by not one jot the claim which he had frequentiy made 
that United Dairies marketed the product of the dairy farmer wit’) greater 
economy aud efficiency than any other product of the farm was handled. 

They had extended the 6-day week, which had long been in vogue in their 
bottling plants, to their retail milk distribution. The experiment had proved a 
remarkable success on being tried out in the East London area. Depot after 
depot had voluntarily come into line, and although the change involved certain 
financial sacrifices from both sides, he was quite confident that not only had the 
health and happiness of the workers benefited but that the eflictency of the 
service had been maintained and increased. 

SUPERITY FARMS MILK. 

They had recently made available to all their customers a super milk under 
the name of “ Superity Farms Milk.’ The special feature of that new line was 
that the milk was the produce of carefully selected and licensed tuberculin tested 
herds. Every bottle of Superity Farms Milk contained at least 4 per cent. of 
butter-fat, 33 per cent. above the statutory minimum. It was also pasteur.sed and 
bottled, specially sealed with an overall aluminium cap and was sold at only 2d, 
per quart above the price of ordinary milk.

STRONG FINANCIAL POSITION, 


The 27th Ordinary Annual General Meeting of Debenhams, Limited, was 
held on Friday, 28th October, at the Wigmore Hall, Wigmore Street, W. 


Sir Frederick Richmond (the Chairman), said that although since the crisis 
last autumn, the country might be said to have enjoyed a period of comparative 
stability as compared with the rest of the world, even to-day there were no clear 
sigus of that trade revival which had been so long and so anxiously awaited.

£440,348. Aiter allowing for debenture interest, the dividends on the cumulative 
Ist and 2ad preference shares and the half-yearly dividends on the preferred 
ordinary shares, the net. result was a deficiency of £54,046 to be carried forward. 
Although allowances must be made for the very great difficulties against which 
they had had to contend throughout the year, that was a result which the 
Directors, no less than the Shareholders, could only regard with profound 
dissatisfaction.

for those of individual improbability. Utopia, or winning the Iris) 
Sweep; impractical idealism pathetically pinning its faith to the machiner) 
of the Five Year Plan. more machinery and more machinery, or the 
less exalte i anticipation of individual success—the difference is merely 
one of form. But Dick Whittington, being an Englishman, never thought 
of employing the ruthlessness of a G.P.U., so as to force his way to the 
heaven of his hopes. The tragedy of poor Dick, I am convinced, was 
that he achieved his ambition. Young Russia need not fear this refined 
cruelty. And so the Bear may safely dance on, beaten in the name of 
better days to come, just as he was knocked about by such disgusting fellows 
as the terrible Ivan. in the name of loyalty and patriotism with a 
suggestion of better times in the hereafter. So admirably do the whole 
of the cast perform that it is impossible to allot varying praise. Maurice 
Browne's beautiful picture of the old professor, Olga Lindo’'s sure depicting 
of a woman whose life was built on an ebbing tide of passion, Henry 
Hewitt's dreamer awakened and disgusted with the reality, the inevitability 
of which. like all dreamers. he refuses to recognise, Abraham Sofaer’s Jewish 
pediar, turned commissar, Gyles Isham’s peasant on horseback 
are superbly done. But. most impressive of all is the petite, pathetic, 
wonderfully appealing Elena Miramova, whose version of the little 
Communist explains so much. 


ONCE A HUSBAND (Haymarket). 


When you have light comedy placed in the hands of such competence 
as may be found in a cast including Cyril Maude, Fay Compton, Owen 
Nares and Martita Hunt, it would have to be incredibly ill-favoured to 
fail as entertainment. In this particular piece the comedy confusion in 
the plot sets out brightly--much more brightly than the brightness of 
the dialogue between two more or less bright young people, with 
which it opens. But the authors, having let their minds catch the 
infection of complications in their story, set to work to sprinkle therm in, 
or rather shuffle them round so vigorously, so sublimely indifferent to 
the characters who should after all be human beings, that it is only the 
immense skill of the actors, principally of Cyril Maude, which weds the 
thing together and brings us through indulgently if not rapturously to 
the end. Much of the conversation in this play is genuinely and richly 
humorous, being natural and easy and well worth overhearing. But after 
we have been made acquainted with the outline of the situation, there 
appears that vitiating quality which so often weakens comedy—a kind 
of vigorous effort to make quite sure the audience won't take it all too 
seriously. ‘The process is bound to thin down the characters and conse- 
quently to lessen surprise in any of their actions or reactions. Martita 
Hunt, having little to do with the plot and being principally employed in 
browbeating the retired Admiral (Cyril Maude) to cut down some yew 
trees, has a less impaired character to portray, and does it thoroughly 
well. Fay Compton, throwihg all her loveliness, charm and personality 
into her version of Camilla Graham, contrives to make. the part sustain 
both interest and attractiveness. But the dominating ingenuity is that of 
Cyril Maude. Jane Baxter as a gay youngster, and Robert Andrews as a 
modern youth, satirically witty and consciously cultivating sentimentality, 
both acquitted themselves creditably. : 


ALL FOR JOY (Piccadilly). 


Joy, it should be explained, is the leading lady in this “ novel musical 
farce ”’--a fact that should be borne in mind lest the title should prove 
somewhat misleading. The most joyous thing about Joy is that she is 
acted by Constance Carpenter, who makes everything that could be made 
of the part, in addition to lending to it her charm and appealing person 
ality. I wonder if there is such a thing as a good ‘musical farce.’ | 
have been wondering that for a long time—and still am. If the farce is 
good it must spoil the music, and if the music is good it kennels ill with 
riotous fun. Unfortunately, in these davs of keen competition, a ligh! 
show of this kind must have some distinction, something original and 
fresh to make it entertaining. ‘* All for Joy ’’ is very nicely produced, and 
the actors, particularly Arthur Pusey, Sydney Fairbrother, Glen Ellyn, 
Harry Thurston and Chick Farr, offer first rate work. But with suc! 
ordinary tack to work upon their gallant efforts cannot amount to much. 
There are some very pleasant *‘ numbers”’ introduced and vigorous!) 
punched into the memory during the interval by an ingenious orchestrs, 
3 No Thank You’’ is quite definitely amusing. But nowadays; when 
musical shows drenched with luscious sentiment, are taboo, the appex! 
of uninspired entertainment of this kind is slight indeed. 


MY HAT! (New). 

There is one simple and infallible test of merit as regards farce: 
Does it make the audience laugh ~laugh often and laugh irresistibly’? [¢ 
80, “ subject to the maintenance of public order and morals,” as they say 
in Parliament, then it is good farce, and, judged by this measure, “ My 
Hat” acquits itself right well. Without anything startlingly original - 
and to the credit of Man be it said that the truly funny situations 
have all been exploited years ago-—-with the employment of a lovely lady 
sleep-walker, a hen-pecked husband, a newly married couple, an irate and 
massive gentleman from Yorkshire, and a comic chambermaid, the house 
is kept on the giggle and guffaw fron) early in the play to the last curtain. 
{ always marvel how actors manage to turn on that mood of intense 
re-action to the absurd, night after night. Often one notices in such 
plays a@ momentary failure to rise above the flat and unstrung level of 
reality. But the team at the New keep up the pressure of rapid nonsense 
with scarcely a break.

WILD VIOLETS (Drury Lane). 


Why “ Wild Violets” 2? We are not told. Indeed, the book makes | 
pretence to be taken seriously: it merely provides a series of ideas {.) 
spectacular production. And it is obviously as spectacle, above everythi: 
else, that this show must be judged. Spectacle, however, is a ver, 
different thing from beauty. Beauty in stage production is usually 4 
matter of simplification, formalisation and co-ordination. The spectact«. 
of Hassard Short depend largely on amplification, naturalism and the. bi» 
drum. The beauty in this show comes from the costumes of Doris Zinkeisc) 
and the dancing Of the Albertina Rasch girls. Mr. Short’s lighting | 
excellent. but one finds little artistic sense in his use of the revolvin 
stage. Surely we have passed the time when a revolving stay 
was a merry-go-round for the andience to gape at: its lasting function 
can only be as a device for changing the scene quickly in total darknes., 
or as a means of conveying motion. Mr. Short used it quite legitimately 
to suggest people walking through a wood in a fading light, and anothe 
effective trick was the recession on rollers (also in a dim light) of a hous: 
front to suggest people moving away from it. The scenery of Aubrey 
Hammond seemed overburdened by the necessity to be naturalistic and 
spectacular. Miss Zinkeisen was more successful with her costumes 
The period of the action. was 1903, and Miss Zinkeisen had to make 
up her mind: whether to be historical, irreverent, or aesthetic with 
just enough historical accuracy to “get away with it"—a phrase which, 
I am sure, was not used thirty vears ago,. any more than a party 
was called a“ do.’ Whenever she chose the third course, she produced 
something beautiul. The music, by Robert Stolz, was quite tuneful, and 
it was a pity that attractive numbers like “ When | love, I do love,” were 
‘pingged ” to the point of irritation. The humour was all familiar in 
Christmas pantomimes of the period of the play, and Charlotte Grecon 
wood, Jerry Verao, Jean Cadell, and Morton Selten, can seareely be 
blamed for failing to “* bring the house down.” Miss Greenwood (from 
America) did actually stop the show with an original solo dance, bit in 
general one got the impression of a friendly personality rather than 
pronounced ability.

Imre Ungar. 

lmre Ungar, the blind pianist, who gave a fist recital in this country 
at the Wigmore Hall last week, won the Chopin prize for pianoforte play- 
mg at Warsaw early this year, and that entitled us to expect a great deal. 
iis printed programme promised even more, for there was the 
suggestion in it that he was equal to Bela Batok and Dohnanyi. 
| nfortunately, the promise was not quite borne out by the perform. 
ance. His technique is unusually well developed, even for a player 
vith sight, and the range of tone he can produce when he likes is 
very geeat.. But the persistent exploitation of his crashing fortissitmos 
made it dificult to remember that he also had a very quict pianissimo, all 
(oo rarely in evidence, yet there at times. LRather strangely, it seemed to 
ime, he has a faulty sense of rhythm, and neither the Bach-Busoni © Pre- 
‘ude and Fugue,"’ nor Beethoven's 110th Sonata came out particularly well 
in co sequence. But the strangest of all is that Imre Ungar appears to be 
‘ining at becoming a virtuoso, when all his gifts, if properly directed, 
itight place him in a higher category. Either he was anxious to demon. 
stvate his technical powers (and, incidentally, so anxious as to spoil the 
demonstration) or else he has no real understanding or gift for interpreta- 
tion either of Beethoven or Schumann (in the ** Carnival’’) or Chopin. For 
not in any of these composers did he sueceed in convincing me that he 
really cared about the music he was playing. He could not have made the 
viistake of playing the last three of the ten chords preceding the inversion 
of the fugue in Beethoven's Op. 110 all at the same crashing fortissimo if 
ihe had understood that work, and similar faults were scattered throughout 


all his recital, 
7 Elizabeth Schumann. 

Elizabeth Schumann's art is a perfection of delicate subticties and 
nuances, rather than a broad aud strong appeal to the emotions. Contin- 
ug herself within comparatively narrow lanits, so far as volume of tone 
or range of expression goes, she succceds within those limits in exploiting 
ihe slightest tura of a note, the dying fall of a cadenza, or the swell and 
(inuinuendo of a phrase, so perfectly aud so easily that it might casily 
pass unnoticed, if the ear were not expectantly awaiting it. In 
her recital at Queen's Hall on Tuesday evening, sho once more 
demonsivated how superbly she has maste.o2 this pastel gift, in 
songs from Schubert, Schumann, Humperdinck, Strauss, aud two 
songs from our own Cyril Scott. Perhaps Scott's ‘* Blackbird’s Song,” 
“as as good an instance of her art, with its sudden, unusnal inter- 
vals here and there. as any she sang. Another item which afforde | her a 
sreat opportunity of which she made the fallest use, was Schubert's * Der 
‘lit auf dem Felsen,” again partly because of certain unusual intervals 
which oceur in it. At the beginning of the recital her voice was a little 
hard and cold, bat it quickly warmed. In a way one regrets that Elizabeth 
Schumann is so popular as to necessitate Queen's Hall, for her performance 
's essentially of an intimate personal character. But the full hall testified 
her popularity.

The State campaign for the provision of small houses under the 
Building Society Scheme will no doubt be of interest to those members of 
the Jewish Community who, through economic difficulties, are unable to 
obtain ready money for the entire purchase of their houses. In a 
Incmorandum presented to the Executive Committee of the National 
Association of Building Societies the other day, a scheme was out- 
lined bw which the State, the local authorities and the building 
societies would combine to guarantee 20 per cent. of the mortgage 
loans—that is the difference between 70 per cent. of the advance and 
the limit of 90 per cent. The memorandum points out the advantages 
of its proposals for financing large-s« ale schemes for providing small 
houses at low rentals under joint Government and Municipal 
guarantees. Under the present system, the Government and the 
local authority incur for each house built respective liabilities of £154 
and £67; while under the proposed scheme, the liabilities of the Govern- 
ment and local authority in respect of a £400 house would. be reduced to 
£26 13s. 4d. respectively. The memorandut concludes with a further 
proposal—namely, that the Minister of Health should use his influence to 
induce local authorities to negotiate for the transfer to building socicties of 
the mortgage business undertaken by the authorities wnder the Small 
Dwellings Acquisition Acts and the Housing Act. The memorandum 
emphasises that in putting forward these proposals for the provision of 
small houses to let in an endeavour to co-operate with the Government 
in the interests of national economy and for the encouragement of 
building enterprise, the building societies do not wish their general policy 
to be disregarded. This policy is the promoting of individual house 
ownership.
